A West Virginia-bred yearling sold for 
$250,000 to tie for the fourth-highest 
price at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
Fall Yearling Sale Oct. 19-22. The dark bay 
colt, consigned by Mill Ridge Sales, was 
bred by Jim Miller and is a son of Candy 
Ride (Arg) and Miller’s mare Mantekilla. 

Trainer Mark Casse made the purchase 
for his client John Oxley. 

The colt. Hip 584, was the co-leader of 
the sale’s second day (along with a Street 
Boss colt purchased by Maryland train¬ 
er Tony Dutrow’s Team D partnership) 
and helped extend the success of Miller’s 
breeding program. He bought Mantekilla, a 
daughter of Lemon Drop Kid, for $70,000 
in January 2011. Miller sold the Stormy 
Atlantic filly she was carrying for $50,000 
in 2012 and kept her Harlan’s Holiday 
filly of 2012. That turned out to be stakes 
winner Harlan’s Destiny, whose racing 
career includes four wins in nine starts and 
$134,250 for MiUer and trainers Wayne 
Catalano and Jeff Runco. 

In other regional action at the sale, Oxley 
and Casse also bought a Pennsylvania-bred 
Unbridled’s Song colt for $157,000. The 
gray is out of River Brat, a daughter of 
Congaree who has produced two win¬ 
ners for breeders Blackstone Farm and 
partners. 

A Virginia-bred City Zip filly, from 
the family of m illi onaire Grade 2 winner 
Vision and Verse and the Grade 1-placed 
Distorted Legacy, brought $140,000 to 
Tamarac Stable. Breeder Hank Nothhaft 
sold a Pennsylvania-bred Stormy Atlantic 
colt for $115,000 to Zayat Stables. 
The yearling is out of the Benchmark 


mare Randie’s Legend. A Pennsylvania- 
bred colt by Giant’s Causeway went for 
$135,000 after a bid by Exclusive Equine 
Investments. The chestnut’s dam Amber 
Grace was a winner and is a half-sister to 
Group 1 winner Russian Rhythm among 
others. Amber Grace was bred by and 
raced for Brushwood Stable, but sold to 
Blackstone (while carrying the 2015 year¬ 
ling) for $140,000 in November 2013. 

In all, regional numbers of $43,328 
(average) and $25,000 (median) outpaced 
the sale as a whole ($34,390 and $15,000). 

November Sale Notes: Fasig- 
Tipton’s November Sale in Kentucky drew 
some big names from the Breeders’ Cup 
and beyond with 14 horses bringing $1 
million or more. Regional-breds included 
Virginia-bred broodmare More Hennessy 
se llin g for $1.5 million to Summer Wind 
Farm. Bred by the late Edward “Ned” 
Evans, the daughter of Hennessy is the 
dam of Grade 1 winner Hootenanny and is 
in foal to Galileo (Ire). In 2011, while car¬ 
rying Hootenanny, she sold for $360,000. 

Two mares from Maryland’s Glade 
Valley Farms, More Than a Cruise and 
Addison Run, fetched $330,000 and 
$180,000 respectively. For more, see the 
Maryland Horse section. 

Pennsylvania-bred mare Kiss the Daddy 
sold for $125,000 as a racing/brood¬ 
mare prospect. The stakes winner earned 
$359,220 and is from the family of stakes 
horses Kiss to Remember and For Royalty 
plus Puerto Rican champion El Viento. SF 
Bloodstock bought the Scat Daddy mare 
from Brookdale Sales.

T he Meadowlands hosted the annual 
Gray Ghost Starter Handicap as part 
of its Halloween card on closing day 
for Thoroughbred racing in New Jersey 
for 2015. 

The Gray Ghost is restricted to gray or 
roan horses and this year drew a field of 
eight. Manhattan Racing Stable’s Harpoon 


T he Jockey Club received 133 reports 
for stallions standing in the Mid- 
Atlantic in 2015, and those stallions 
were bred to 2,111 mares based on the 
Report of Mares Bred received through 
mid-October. Thirteen regional staUions 
covered 50 or more mares. 

The two busiest stallions, with 100-plus 
mares, stand in Pennsylvania at Northview 
PA in Peach Bottom. Second-year stallion 
El Padrino was bred to 109 mares (after 
covering 89 his first season) and leading 
Mid-Atlantic sire Jump Start covered 102. 

Six Maryland stallions were bred to 50 
or more mares-Seville (Ger) (94), Super 
Ninety Nine (81), Bandbox (57), Tritap 
(57), Freedom Child (52) and Friesan Fire 
(51). West Virginia stallions filled five 
spots—Fiber Sonde (94), Brother Derek 
(82), Limehouse (59), Charitable Man (56) 
and Windsor Castle (56). 

Of the 13 stallions, six were standing 
their first or second seasons. 

The first-year staUions aU stand in 
Maryland: SeviUe and Tritap at Heritage 


picked up the win, scoring by iy 2 lengths 
over 2014 race winner Hiram with favor¬ 
ite Lead Singer third in the 1-mile turf 
race with a $25,000 purse. The winner is 
a 4-year-old gray/roan (of course) son 
of Tapit and the Star de Naskra mare 
Christmas Star. Bruce Brown trained the 
Kentucky-bred. 


StaUions in Chesapeake City, Super Ninety 
Nine (Country Life Farm, Bel Air) and 
Bandbox (Northview StaUion Station, 
Chesapeake City). 

The only state in the region to see an 
increase of staUions and mares bred was 
Maryland, with 36 staUions in 2015 (three 
more than 2014) and 788 mares bred (a 
4.93 percent increase over 751 last year). 

Of the top 10 states and provinces 
by number of mares reported bred in 
North America in 2015, Maryland was 
one of four to see a rise (the others were 
Kentucky, CaUfornia and Ontario). 

The Jockey Club reports that 1,449 
staUions covered 34,627 mares in North 
America in 2015, with the number of stal- 
Uons decUning 6.3 percent from the 1,547 
reported at this time in 2014, while the 
number of mares bred increased 0.3 per¬ 
cent from the 34,540 reported. 

Based upon historical reporting trends. 
The Jockey Club estimates an additional 
5-10 percent to be reported before the 
numbers are complete.

P ennsylvania owner/breeder George 
Strawbridge enjoyed a banner October 
as four homebreds won graded stakes 
over a four-day span in the United States 
and England. 

It aU started at Keeneland Oct. 15, 
when Pennsylvania-bred HoUday Star won 
the Sycamore-G3 for trainer Graham 
Motion. The 5-year-old gelding, also the 
Sycamore winner in 2014, is a son of 
Harlan’s HoUday and the Deputy Minister 
mare Spring Star-and a fourth generation 
homebred tracing to foundation mare Fast 
Approach. 

Two days later at Ascot Racecourse 
Oct. 17, Pennsylvania-bred Flying Officer 
won the 2-mile British Champions 
Long Distance Cup-G2 for trainer John 
Gosden. The 5-year-old gelding is a son 
of Dynaformer and the Diesis (GB) mare 
Vignette, and therefore a fuU-brother 
to EngUsh classic winner Lucarno and 
EngUsh Group 2 winner Thought Worthy. 

Also on Oct. 17, at Hawthorne in 
Illinois, Canadian-bred colt Lucky Lindy 
captured the Hawthorne Derby-G3 with 
a strong stretch charge for trainer Mark 
Frostad. The winner is a son of Harlan’s 
HoUday and the Rahy mare Celebrate. 

Back at Keeneland Oct. 18, Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred Kitten’s Point won the Dowa- 
ger-G3 for Strawbridge and Motion. The 
5-year-old daughter of Kitten’s Joy and the 
Kingmambo mare Rendezvous Point col¬ 
lected her fourth stakes win of 2015. 



Kitten’s Point, trained by Graham Motion, was the 
fourth Augustin Stabie homebred to win a graded 
stakes in as many days when she captured the 
Grade 3 Dowager at Keeneiand Oct. 18.

We didn’t show him. But he’s a 

I I solid citizen and a good-huntin’ 
horse.” 

At first asking, Jimmy Paxson’s 
assessment of Valay Pass seems rather 
perfunctory. But get him talking about 
Duncan Patterson’s 21-year-old son 
of Carnivalay and the Assault Landing 
mare Winged Passage, and the yarns 
begin to spin. Paxson, joint MFH of 
River HiUs Foxhounds in Kirkwood, Pa., 
had everything to do with the gelding’s 
transformation after his retirement from 
racing. And it wasn’t exacdy a walk to the 
paddock. 

“Jimmy said he was one of the 
tougher horses he ever had, initially,” 
said Patterson, a Delaware Racing 
Commissioner and former amateur 
steeplechase jockey. “He turned out 
great. Jimmy hunted hounds off of him. 


Gregory, Jimmy’s nephew, whipped off 
of him, and I led the field with him for 
10 years. He’s just a wonderful, wonderful 
horse with a lot of personality.” 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Stud Aire 
Farms, Valay Pass spent his entire flat 
career at Mid-Adantic tracks. Trained by 
Andrea Morris, he ran for his breeders 
from his 2-year-old season in 1996 
through the end of 2000, picking up 
some allowance wins and a stakes placing 
along the way. 

When Stud Aire closed and dispersed 
its horses, Patterson’s daughter Bitsy 
Peyton bought Valay Pass. After several 
months off, he came back and made 
three starts for Peyton and trainer Chuck 
Lawrence in 2001. One was an edition 
of the “Gray Ghost Handicap” for gray 
or roan horses at The Meadowlands a 
few days before Halloween. He finished 
seventh, fifth and fourth, respectively. 


Six months later, 8-year-old Valay Pass 
re-emerged, re-invented as a steeplechase 
horse for Duncan Patterson and trainer 
Ricky Hendriks. Teamed with jockey 
David Bentley, Valay Pass broke his 
maiden in his second start over fences 
at High Hope in Lexington, Ky, in May 
2002. He finished third twice at Saratoga 
that summer, then won at Parx Racing 
before missing more than a year with a 
suspensory. 

“We brought him back to our place and 
turned him out and then sent him back to 
Ricky to run over timber,” said Patterson. 
“He won down at Middleburg [in 2004] 
but unfortunately he went bad at the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup.” 

Taken home to Patterson’s Rockland 
Hill Farms just north of Wilmington, Del., 
Valay Pass decompressed during a bit of 
downtime before being sent to Paxson 
at River HiUs. After a racing career that 
spanned eight years —and essentially 
three jobs—he retired with a record of 
64-7-14-14 and $242,498 earned. 

“We’ve had yearlings here as part of the 
Delaware Certified Program and he’s a 
great babysitter for them,” Patterson said. 

Paxson originally recruited “VP” to 
fulfill a vacancy in his well-known string 
of gray Thoroughbreds which serve 
as outriders’ mounts for many of the 
jump meets in Maryland, Delaware and 
Pennsylvania. 

“It took us about two years to get him 
so Duncan could hunt him-but he’s a 
pretty nice horse,” Paxson said. “He was a 
handful when we first got him. He’d take 
a hold of you and run off And he was a 
terrible shyer. It took awhile to get all that 
out of him. Now you can drop the reins 
and go. He’s really good with hounds, he’s 
good with other horses. He covers a lot 
of ground; when you push the button 
on him you go. But it took us those first 
two years just to get him where he could 
be with other horses. The first time we 
outrode with him, Gregory must have 
ridden him for 45 minutes before the 
races started just to get the edge off him. 
He doesn’t do anything wrong, but VP is 
still lot of horse.” 
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Patterson, himself a former joint MFH of River Hills, rode 
VP before retiring from hunting after 60 years in the field. 
Professional obligations kept him on the road and seriously 
curtailed his time in the saddle. 

'd was chairman of the Racing Commissioners International, 
and I also teach real-estate classes around the country,” Patterson 
said. “Between those two things I was gone for about eight out 
of 10 weekends, so I wasn’t getting to hunt. And I realized I 
didn’t miss it. So I thought, df I don’t miss it, what am I doing 
it for?”’ 

VP, however, clearly shows no interest in slowing down. He 
still hunts with Paxson two or three times each week and is 
always called upon to outride. Even among the pack of grays, 

VP is easy to spot due to his “Soldier’s Blood” marking. 

There are different schools of thought regarding the 
distinctive discoloration, a rarity exclusive to gray horses. One 
theory states that it harkens back to a Bedouin chieftain named 
Ahmed whose prized possession was his stunning gray Arabian 
mare, widely regarded as the fleetest and most beautiful horse in 
the world. Searching for the perfect mate for her, Ahmed bred 
the mare to the premiere stallion in the sultan’s stable. 

While out riding one day, Ahmed was spotted by a group 
of Bedouin thieves. Fearing for his life and that of his heavily 
pregnant mare-whom he believed could never outrun their 
pursuers-he raced back toward his tents. And as if she innately 
sensed the grave danger, his mare dug down and managed to 
widen the gap between them as the thieves continued to fire 
shots at the pair. Nearly to safety, one buUet pierced Ahmed’s 
heart. He slumped over his beloved mare, who never slowed 
down until she delivered her fallen master safely back to their 
tents. 

When Ahmed’s people removed his body from the back of 
the horse, his blood was found to have stained her shoulder, the 
desert heat turning her gray coat a dark reddish brown. That 
night in Ahmed’s tent, his cherished mare delivered her foal. 

The colt was immediately acclaimed as the perfect specimen 
of the Arabian breed, and his shoulder bore the same bloody 
stain as his dam. From that point on, every horse delivered from 
Ahmed’s mare carried the mark of the bloody shoulder, which 
was highly prized among desert horsemen. 

Paxson prefers to subscribe to a more contemporary version 
of the same lore. 

“Soldier’s Blood had a lot do with the Civil War. The marking 
is a liver chestnut color, like a soldier was shot or wounded and 
dying on the horse and the blood poured down its neck and 
shoulder—that’s exactly what it looks like,” Paxson explained. “I 
have always wanted to get a Civil War uniform, go to Seminary 
Ridge, unload the horse and ride him through town . . . And 
you’d do that on Halloween when they’re having the Ghost Tour. 
Halloween Night in Gettysburg is a lot of fun; it’s supposed to 
be one of the most haunted places in the United States because 
of the war. I keep saying I’m gonna do that one year.” 

Valay Pass would be game. ^

Laurel Park 
impresses 
with upgrades 


P eople kept asking me if Fd been 
to Laurel Park lately. They told me 
I wouldn’t recognize the place. I 
laughed. 

I go way back with Laurel—back to free 
Thanksgiving dinner in the track kitchen 
with Lonnie Fuller and Crazy Sam; back to 
the Lasix Barn and the new Receiving 
Barn; back to trying to saddle a horse when 
Barclay Tagg forgot he was supposed to 
help; back to talking my way past the guard 
at the top of the stretch; back to finishing 
fifth in the 1982 Maryland Juvenile Cham¬ 
pionship behind Dixieland Band, Deputed 
Testamony and Caveat and not realizing 
what I was seeing; back to working for the 
notes team at the International Turf 
Festival. 

But, no, I guess I hadn’t been to Laurel 
lately. Not since winter anyway. 

I remember it being cold, really cold. I 
remember having a nice lunch in the new 
restaurant. Tips. I remember new televi¬ 
sions. The changes were refreshing, but it 
was stiU Laurel. 

I went back in October for the Maryland 
Million and felt like I was somewhere else 
and even-regrettably-told racing secre¬ 
tary Georganne Hale so. 

“I thought I was at the wrong racetrack,” 
I said to Hale, whose history with the track 
goes back only slightly longer than mine. If 
it sounded smart-alecky, it wasn’t meant to 
be. It just came out, and that’s how nice the 
place looked. She’ll get over it. I think. 

Laurel gleamed with fresh paint, new 
floors, new bars and food-service areas, 
reconfigured entry doors with welcome 
mats, more new televisions, a revamped 
simulcast area, huge photos on the walls 
and a redone terrace dining room. 

Most importantly. Laurel showcased a 
new attitude. 

People were proud of the place again 
and I mean pretty much everybody— 
employees, fans, horsemen, regulars, new¬ 
comers. On Maryland M illi on Day, 
Stronach Group boss Tim Ritvo proudly 
gave tours. He shook hands, smiled, talked 
about bigger plans. Maryland Million win¬ 
ners paused in mid-interview to crow 


about the place, the progress, the manage¬ 
ment team. 

“Nice, isn’t it?” said owner Chip Reed 
after winning the Ladies with Monster 
Sleeping. “With the purses coming up and 
the way the Maryland Jockey Club is work¬ 
ing now and fixing the place up. Laurel’s 
going to be a showplace. It really is. It’s 
super aU around. It’s great to be involved, 
great to be a Maryland owner now.” 

Ritvo, Sal Sinatra and company aren’t 
finished. 

The drawing-board plans go far beyond 
new televisions and paint and laminate 
flooring. How about commercial and resi¬ 
dent development around a new regional 
train station just to the north of the grand¬ 
stand building? How about an open-air 
paddock area that invites potential guests? 
How about a retractable glass front? How 
about the sky is-almost-the limit? 

Bring it. 

Like most of the region’s racing-related 
success stories, this one owes at least some 
credit to slot machines. From the portion 
of slots revenue allocated to racing, money 
gets set aside for racetrack facility improve¬ 
ments. Projects must address the physical 
plant used by customers (horsemen and 
fans), meaning the money can’t be used to 
buy advertising for example, and the tracks 
must match any money withdrawn from 
the Racetrack Facility Renewal Account. In 
2014, more than $9.5 million was generat¬ 
ed and the total was more than $32 million 
since slots came online in 2010. 

Clearly, the Maryland Jockey Club is 
matching and spending at Laurel—to the 
tune of $17 million in projects from new 
barns in the stable area to all those 
improvements to the frontside. 

The work has meant more than physical 
improvements, however. It means health 
and viability. It means the racing industry 
has a chance, which means the breeding 
industry does too. Listen and look around 
Maryland racing these days and you get 
confidence and positivity. You used to get 
angst. 

Reed is right, it’s great to be involved. 
And nice to be back. #

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T aylor Hole crossed his hands, rested his fore¬ 
arms on the outside rail of Laurel Park’s dirt 
track, looked down at his boots and then up at 
the infield screen where the stretch run of the Maryland 
Million Classic replayed.

Then the jockey laughed. 

He’d been told by trainer Corby Caiazzo 
to put Admirals War Chest on the lead, to 
make his natural speed last as long as it 
could in the IVs-mile Classic, no mat¬ 
ter what. The race looked a bit light on 
pace, but boasted multiple stakes winner 
Talk Show Man, Todd Fletcher trainee 
Bullheaded Boy shipping in from Belmont 
Park, and comebacking 2012 Classic win¬ 
ner Not Abroad in a field of nine. 

Making his stakes debut. Admirals 
War Chest owned two wins in 11 lifetime 
starts-both on off tracks - coming into 
the $150,000 Classic Oct. 17. 

“Corby said send him on his way, and 
play catch me if you can,” said Hole. 
“Corby told me he wanted me 10 in front 
at the half-mile pole. I could see the shad¬ 
ows and I was thinking We ain’t 10 in 
front.’ I just kept riding. Give the horse all 
the credit, he kept running.” 

Hole was joking about the 10 lengths 
comment, probably, but repeated it in the 
post-race interview before the 19,119 spec¬ 
tators hosted by the rejuvenated racetrack. 
Admirals War Chest did indeed go imme¬ 
diately to the front through fractions of 
:24.21, :47.45 and 1:11.91. He was 3 lengths 
clear after that last split, and 5 clear with a 
furlong to go. 

Then things got interesting. 

BuUheaded Boy, some 9 lengths behind 
after 6 furlongs, churned into contention 
in the stretch and chewed into the winner’s 
margin. The rally came up a neck short 
after 1:51.49. I’m Mr. Blue was IOV 2 lengths 
behind the runner-up with favorite Talk 
Show Man fourth. 


The win confirmed onwer/breeder 
Stephen Sinatra’s faith in his approach 
to racing, in Admirals War Chest and in 
Caiazzo. A cardiologist (whose website 
drsinatra.com sells human health supple¬ 
ments) who has owned Thoroughbreds for 
decades, Sinatra applies his work to race¬ 
horses by mixing training and veterinary 
care with natural supplements, vitamins, 
minerals and other non-medicinal treat¬ 
ments. He aims to reduce inflammation 
naturally, decrease his horses’ need for 
Lasix and other drugs, and ultimately pro¬ 
duce a better athlete. Sinatra, a client of 
the Murray family’s Murmur Farm and 
Berkley Training Center, bought Berkley 
last year after Allen Murray’s death in 2013 
and hired farm manager Caiazzo to be 
the trainer. The operation includes about 
a dozen horses in training, mares, young 
horses, four stalls at Fair Hill Training 
Center and Murmur stallion Elusive 
Charlie, the sire of Admirals War Chest. 

The Classic win put aU of that together, 
producing a stakes triumph with a farm- 
raised and -trained horse by the farm’s 
stallion. 

Sinatra sponsors a race on Million Day, 
goes out of his way to talk about the state’s 
attributes as a Thoroughbred base and 
confidently pursues success. 

“We had faith in the horse, we just felt 
like he had a big shot today—speed kills, I 
kept telling Corby that,” said Sinatra. “I’ve 
been in the business for 45 years and when 
the horse wants to take the lead a lot of 
jockeys will try to rate them. When a horse 
in his heart wants to lead, you’ve got to 
give it to him. If you take that away from 


him, after a few times the horse is going to 
say, ‘Forget it.’ ” 

Caiazzo bought in after an allowance 
win at Penn National in September and 
added Hole to the list of believers before 
the Classic. 

“I always wanted to rate the horse and 
it just wasn’t working,” said Caiazzo. “I 
kept saying, ‘He’s such a big horse and he 
has speed, let’s teach him how to rate.’ He’s 
very temperamental. He likes to do things 
his way. He loves to train, very forward 
when we train him. I knew he could go a 
mile on the front end, but the last little bit 
I was worried about it. They were going to 
come to us, it was just a matter of if the 
horse could dig in or not.” 

Caiazzo didn’t recall giving Hole the 
10-length plan, but did admit the idea was 
a bit one-dimensional. 

“Just break and send him,” the trainer 
told the jockey. “They’re going to close 
on you, but if you get a big enough lead 
maybe they won’t catch you.” 

Caiazzo, 46, saddled his first runner in 
2011 and had never won a stakes before 
the Classic. He tells people he came as part 
of the package when Sinatra bought the 
farm in Darlington, but is proving to be 
more than a throw-in and seems to have 
figured out the mercurial Admirals War 
Chest. 

Out of the Polish Numbers mare Cut 
a Check, the bay gelding lost his first four 
starts before winning in the mud at Laurel 
in December 2014. Admirals War Chest 
lost five in a row to start 2015, before 
blitzing home in the slop at Penn National. 
Caiazzo works to temper the speed and 
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ration the energy by mixing fast works at 
Fair Hill with slower moves on the 5-fur¬ 
long track at Berkley 

Sinatra credited Caiazzo with produc¬ 
ing a racehorse primed for a big effort. 
Caiazzo deflected praise back to his boss. 

“He’s an amazing person to work for, 
he’s positive, he wants to win the big race 
and I’m just blessed that he has the confi¬ 
dence in me to let me do what I do,” said 
Caiazzo. “He loves it here, he sponsors a 
race and the goal was to try and win one. 

“To have the confidence in me to try to 
do that means a lot. I don’t train a lot of 
horses. I’m not like these other guys.” 

The Jack and Ben Show

whose 30-win career reflects all that is 
right with the program. The 9-year-old 
won the Turf Sprint (going 5 V 2 furlongs) in 
2010, 2011 and 2012. When that race was 
eliminated, he finished second in the Turf 
(going a mile) in 2013 and 2014. 

This time around, owner/trainer/ 
breeder King T. Leatherbury opted for the 
Sprint, a 6-furlong dirt race. 

‘‘He’s better on the turf, but going a mile 
there’s always one more horse making that 
late run at him and the Turf looked pretty 
tough,” Leatherbury said while headed to 
the paddock to saddle the 3-5 shot. “He’s 
got such a following that it’s nice to bring 
him back here year after year.” 

Ben’s Cat gave his fans a thriU, and had 
everybody leaning at the finish line, but 
ultimately settled for second again as Jack’s 
in the Deck played spoiler. 

Making his fourth Maryland Million 
start, the 6-year-old prevailed by a nose 
to win his first stakes since 2011 and 
complete a long comeback for Mary Jones 
and Robin Graham. Trained by Graham 
for Skeedattle Associates, Jack’s in the 
Deck put together a strong juvenile sea¬ 
son back in 2011—winning Belmont 
Park’s Futurity-G2 and finishing third in 
Saratoga’s Sanford-G2. The son of Love 
of Money won three races and earned 
$212,010 that season, but was limited to 
one start (each) in 2012 and 2013. 

Eventually, Skeedattle gave the son of 
Not For Love to Graham—though the 
trainer wasn’t sure what she would do with 
him. 

“I figured if nothing else he could be a 
riding horse so I sent him home,” Graham 
said. “He had an ankle, had a knee, had a 
suspensory and that’s why I ended up with 
him. For an owner it’s not worth putting aU 
that time into him. Nine months off, a year 
off, things like that aren’t fair to owners.” 

At some point, veterinarians recom¬ 
mended a six-month break. He got almost 
a year because Graham didn’t have a stall 
at her Laurel barn but in reality the break 
was even longer as Jack’s in the Deck ran 
just twice in 33 months. He returned last 
September and showed flashes, but went 
winless in four starts. He won his second 
start this year, even tried the turf three 
times, and went to Maryland Million Day 
on a four-race losing streak. 

Jack’s in the Deck sat just off the early 
pace of Shirakuma, took the lead with an 
inside move after a half-mile and met Ben’s 
Cat in the stretch. The favorite threw his 
best punch, but couldn’t get past. They hit 
the finish together, after 1:10.74 for 6 fur¬ 
longs. The 2014 Sprint winner D C Dancer 
finished third. Jockey Forest Boyce beamed 


afterward, and was thrilled to be on the 
other side of a photo-finish decision with 
Ben’s Cat for a change. 

“That horse has beaten me so many 
times,” she hollered to Graham. “I finally 
beat him.” 

Bred by Tom and Chris Bowman, Jack’s 
in the Deck collected his fifth win from 
21 career starts while pushing his career 
earnings to $338,514. Graham was proud 
of her horse. 

“Everybody said, ‘Well Ben’s going 
to be there,’” she said of pre-race talk. 
“Somebody’s got to run against him. Ben 
ran his race, he ran a heck of a race, he’s 
stiU Ben’s Cat. But Jack deserves one. He 


tries, he’s honest and just as nice as can be. 
He’s a fun little horse. If we got beat a nose 
and ran like that I’d have been happy.” 

No rush for Phlash Phelps 

Rodney Jenkins used to rave about the 
strong, solid, good-moving 2-year-old colt 
in his barn. The son of Great Notion was 
fast. He was good. He had a future. But 
every once in awhile a voice in the stable 
area would speak up and try to temper 
Jenkins’ enthusiasm. 

“You’re going to wait, Rodney, you’re 
going to wait,” the voice, which belonged 
to trainer Carlos Garcia, would say about 
Phlash Phelps, an $85,000 yearling pur- 
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A Maryland-bred daughter of Street Sense, who got into the race because of a shortage 
of Maryland-sired entries, Lexington Street pulls away late to win the Lassie for trainer 
Gary Capuano, who met Laurel Park’s Gabby Gaudet in the winner’s circle. 



chase for Hillwood Stable with nothing 
but upside. 

“Yeah, right, with a horse that moves 
this good? No way,” Jenkins would reply 
“I see a horse built like him, I don’t have 
to wait.” 

That was 2013. And over the next two 
years, Jenkins learned what Garcia meant 
as Phlash Phelps lost his only start at 2 and 
five more as a 3-year-old through a career 
with more fits and starts than a tractor with 
a bad clutch. 

“Pm a little slow,” Jenkins said with a 
laugh after Phlash Phelps won the $125,000 
Turf to extend his winning streak to four. 
“Carlos was right.” 

Garcia had inside information. He 
trained Action Andy, Phlash Phelps’ half- 
brother who was unraced at 2 and lost 


eight of his first nine starts before blos¬ 
soming into a stakes horse and earning 
$673,390. 

Gelded over the winter, Phlash Phelps 
started making up for lost time when he 
won a 5-furlong maiden race on the turf at 
Pimlico in April. A month later, he blasted 
allowance foes by 8 lengths going lVi6 
miles on the dirt at Pimlico. In August, he 
won the restricted Find Stakes going IVs 
miles on the turf at Laurel. 

That win set up a Maryland Million 
start for the bay, bred in Maryland by Carol 
Kaye. Jenkins was confident in the new 
Phlash Phelps, but also knew the depth 
of the field in the 1-mile race. Veteran 
Roadhog brought 10 wins (two in the race) 
and $643,114 to the fray. Also a 10-time 
winner, Havelock was a regular in graded 
company. Barrel of Love tangled with 
some big names in New York. Seven-time 
winner A P Elvis exited a third in the 
Laurel Dash. 

Longshot Jo Way Java broke running 
and set early fractions of :23.78 and :47.19 
as Phlash Phelps set up in second for 
Victor Carrasco. Roadhog was fourth early, 
inside and on hold. Carrasco said go at 
the three-eighths pole and Phlash Phelps 


zipped past the pacesetter. The jockey peek 
through his knees for competition and 
saw the white-blinkered face of Roadhog, 
who came from off the rail to clear Jo 
Way Java and launched into high gear. 
Straightening up, Phlash Phelps quickened. 
And Roadhog answered. The 8-year-old, 
who won the Turf in 2012 when Phlash 
Phelps was a yearling, put his neck in front 
at the furlong pole and looked poised to 
become the race’s first three-time winner. 
Just as quickly, he didn’t. Youth prevailed as 
Phlash Phelps fought back on the rail and 
pulled away to win by three-quarters of a 
length in 1:35.35 including a final furlong 
in:lL96. 

“He beat some decent horses today, 
that was as good a field as there was all 
day,” Jenkins said. “That’s a nice horse 
that was second. I beat him in the Find, 
but he got by me in the stretch today and 
horses don’t usually fight back like that. 
He jumped right back in there. He wasn’t 
finished.” 

The old Phlash Phelps might have been 
finished, might have quit. This new one, 
he’s got plenty of fight. 

“He had a lot of little nick problems, 
like splints and things,” Jenkins said of the 
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First-time starter Corvus (Dance With Ravens) proves to be a good “keeper” from a 2014 yeariing 
saie by winning the Nursery for owners/breeders Bob Manfuso and Katy Voss. 


early days. “As a stud he didn’t want to do 
everything he should. We cut him and he 
came around this spring.” 

The win gave Hillwood’s Ellen Charles 
her second Maryland Million score after 
Golden Years won the 2014 Nursery. Call 
it patience rewarded. 

“He’s grown up,” Charles said. “He’s 
just a slow-maturing horse who has really 
come into his own. That determination to 
win today was right there. That’s the next 
side of Phlash Phelps.” 

Lexington Street takes Lassie 

Don’t get Gary Capuano wrong, he’U 
take the win. But he’d rather not have the 
opportunity. 

“I’d rather the Maryland Million be 
Maryland-sired, because that’s what it’s 
supposed to be,” said the trainer a few min¬ 
utes after winning the $100,000 Lassie with 
Lexington Street, a Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Kentucky sire Street Sense. “As a 
breeder, and I’m a breeder and an owner, 
if they opened it up there would be no 
incentive to breed here. If you could have 
a Maryland-bred that could run in these 
races [every year], you’d have no reason to 
breed to Maryland sires.” 


Owned and bred by Peter Angelos’ 
Marathon Farms, Lexington Street wound 
up in the race because fewer than six 
Milli on-eligible horses entered. And she 
ruled, improving to 2-for-3 in her short 
career. In the span of about four weeks 
starting Sept. 18, the 2-year-old fiUy fin¬ 
ished second, won a maiden special and 
became a stakes winner. 

In the Lassie, she broke a step slow for 
Jevian Toledo but moved into a stalking 
position by the turn and rallied wide to take 
command in the stretch. She won by SVa 
lengths over Fly Girl, with Table Jumper 
third after 6 furlongs in 1:11.13. Capuano 
liked what he saw from the dark bay, the 
only fiUy in the race not competing with 
Lasix, from the moment he saw her. 

“She is just cool, does everything right, 
takes everything with a grain of salt,” he 
said. “She relaxes. She’s a big, strong fiUy 
and some of them are a little nervous. She’s 
like an old horse. Everything’s been great 
so we’re real happy and I think when she 
stretches out she’U be better.” 

Corvus pays off for Chanceland 

The bay yearling drew plenty of inter¬ 
est at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s yearling sale 



last September. Then he didn’t. And Katy 
Voss knew why. 

“He was gorgeous, people absolutely 
loved him, then they’d look down at his 
ankle and go, 'Nope. Can’t buy him,’ ” Voss 
said. “We bought him back, but that’s only 
because he’s got a big scar on his ankle. It 
is ugly. He cut it as a weanling. It was nasty 
when it happened, but that’s aU it was.” 

When the bidding stopped at $14,500, 
Voss and Chanceland Farm partner Bob 
Manfuso took the bay colt home and put 
him in training. And a little more than 
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a year later, he became a stakes winner 
with a front-running score in the $100,000 
Nursery for 2-year-olds. The son of Dance 
With Ravens led every step, won by VA 
lengths, covered 6 furlongs in 1:12.15 and 
paid $53 though that’s not necessarily what 
Voss expected from the first-time starter. 

“I expected him to get a lot of dirt in 
his face, finally get over it and come run¬ 
ning and if he was third or fourth I’d have 
left happy,” the trainer said. “When he beat 
the gate, he had it his way.” 

And Corvus is good at that. 

In morning workouts, he waits on com¬ 
pany and does just enough to prevail. As 
Voss put it, the “lightbulb” hadn’t gone off 
yet. Corvus was all halogen on Maryland 
Million Day however, despite tackling 
seven winners as part of a 10-horse field.

Corvus broke in front from post five 
for Toledo, got to the rail and repulsed 
challenges. He led by AVi lengths in mid¬ 
stretch, gave up some of that late, but was 
much the best. 

The winner hails from a long line at 
Chanceland. Manfuso and Voss bought 
a Pleasant Tap fiUy as a yearling in 1996. 
Named Waltz, she won three races and 
placed in the 1999 Cotillion-G2. Her seven 
foals to race are aU winners, including 
Corvus’ dam Tanca, who has produced 
four winners. 

“It’s a great family,” Voss said. “We 
weren’t going to keep Tanca, and I said we 
really shouldn’t be breeding her but I was 
totally intrigued about the Polish Numbers 
and the Not For Love—this was before 
California Chrome [whose dam is bred 
along the same lines] —so her first mating 
was to Not For Love. That fiUy [four-time 
winner Polonez] just got claimed off of us 
last year. We’ve done decently selling out 
of Tanca.” 

And perhaps even better by not selling 
thanks to Corvus, though Voss was already 
thinking about next year and a 2015 colt 
by Curlin. 

“Now he’s a half-brother to a stakes 
winner, ” she said of the weanling. “We 
might have to think big with him.” 


Monster Sleeping 
puts Capuano in lead 

Leatherbury and Dale Capuano came 
into the day tied atop the leaderboard for 
career Maryland Million training victories. 
With Leatherbury starting odds-on favor¬ 
ite Ben’s Cat in the Sprint, Capuano joked 
about hoping to stiU be tied at the end of 
the day. 

“I figured Ben was going to win,” 
Capuano said, “and I was so disappointed 
when he got beat.” 

Capuano broke the tie a few races later 
when Monster Sleeping collected her sec¬ 
ond Ladies score in three years for owner 
Chip Reed. The 6-year-old mare shadowed 
favored Florida shipper Can’t Explain early, 
then kicked away in the stretch to win by 
3 y4 lengths for jockey Sheldon Russell. 
Lucy Boo rallied for second with Pauline’s 
Pride third. 

With her ninth win (to go with 10 sec¬ 
onds and eight thirds). Monster Sleeping 
reaffirmed the decision to claim her 
back for $30,000 in 2013. Then, Reed 
and Capuano were looking for a potential 
Maryland Million horse. The daughter or 
Oratory fit, or so they hoped. Bred by Mr. 
and Mrs. Ken Holt and Mr. and Mrs. Mark 
Vogel, Monster Sleeping had lost six in a 
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row but Capuano hoped to try the turf and 
longer races. 

‘'You know, she’s run one good race 
on the turf and if I’m right and she’ll 
go long on the turf she’U probably win 
the Maryland Million or at least do OK,” 
Capuano told Reed then. “If I’m wrong, 
she’ll be worth half” 

Capuano was right. Monster Sleeping 
won four races including the Ladies for 
her new connections that year. She won 
just once in 2014, but finished second 
five times. This year, she won the Jameela 
Stakes at Laurel in August, and labored 
on yielding turf when fifth in the Lady 
Baltimore. 

“The only times she’s run poorly has 
been on soft turf,” Capuano said. “Last 
year (fifth in the Ladies) it was reaUy soft. 
This year, it was just the way she liked it. 
We’ve been able to keep her in relatively 
good form. The problem is it’s not easy to 
find races for her. She’s good in the right 
spot, very competitive.” 

Lionhearted Lady 
roars in Distaff 

At 7 furlongs on the dirt, the Distaff 
offers a mix of challenges for fiUies and 
mares. The race usually attracts plenty of

^^MURMUR FRRM 
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Charles buys sales-topping Malibu Moon filly 
in face of declines at fall yearling sale

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E llen Charles and Rodney Jenkins sat down in their usual 
spots, up front and to the right side of the pavilion, and 
bought the sales-topper at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Fall Yearling Sale in Timonium, Md., late in the afternoon Oct. 6. 


Nothing unusual about that, Charles’ 
Hillwood Stable (with Jenkins helping 
make the calls) is as much a part of the 
region’s sales game as crabcakes and con¬ 
versation. No, the fun was how it all hap¬ 
pened. For three days, Jenkins peppered 
Charles for her thoughts on Hip 345. To 
the trainer, the Malibu Moon filly looked 
the part. Jenkins just couldn’t get a read on 
his owner. 

“How about that Malibu Moon filly?” 
Jenkins asked, repeatedly, as a marathon 
sales day stretched on through a catalog 
with 410 numbers including an addendum. 

“I like her all right, Rodney,” Charles 
replied. “She’s all right, Rodney. We’ll see.” 

Then the gray/roan filly, consigned by 
CandyLand Farm, walked into the ring. 
The Kentucky-bred carried plenty of sire 
power thanks to Malibu Moon, whose 
daughters include Grade 1 winners Life 
At Ten, Ask the Moon and Funny Moon. 
The female family was deep as weU, fueled 
by her dam Aspenglow (a 14-time winner 
with a Grade 2 placing and |465,698 in 
the bank) and multiple stakes-producing 
second dam Holy Princess. Physically, the 
sales-topper fit any shopping list as well. 
Late-maturing, she was held out of early 


sales in Kentucky and Saratoga but blos¬ 
somed at Timonium. 

“She has a beautiful stride, absolutely 
beautiful,” said CandyLand’s Ellen Moelis. 
“Fluid, long, gorgeous. And she’s got a 
good head.” 

Moelis’ husband Herb agreed, and 
also credited the fiUy’s constitution to get 
through long days of showing and the sale. 

“Her whole attitude was superb,” he 
said. “She was taken out hundreds of 
times and she held up beautifully. It’s a long 
day. You worry when you’re at the end of 
the sale. You worry about your horse and 
you worry that people who are interested 
are going to buy something early and go 
home.” 

Timonium’s major players were there, 
however, and bids leapt in |40,000 incre¬ 
ments late with Charles prevailing at 
$200,000. When it was over, Jenkins smiled 
about the process. 

“She didn’t even tell me she was even 
going to buy the horse,” Jenkins said. “She 
just started raising her hand and then she 
started laughing. I think she was pulling a 
joke on me aU week.” 

Jenkins and Charles routinely buy at the 
top of the Midlantic yearling market and 


have acquired, among others, graded stakes 
winner Bandbox, recent Maryland Million 
winner Phlash Phelps and stakes winner 
Golden Years. The Malibu Moon filly will 
try to follow their hoofprints, in due time. 

“I love the way she walked,” Jenkins 
said. “She had that walk, she shows her¬ 
self She’ll grow up to be an even prettier 
filly when she gets fit. She’s like me, a little 
potbelly on her, but I don’t mind that. 
Everything is there and if she does jump 
up and do weU, Mrs. Charles will really get 
out on her as a broodmare.” 

Charles wound up the sale’s leading 
buyer, spending $328,000 on four year¬ 
lings. In addition to the sales-topper, 
Charles spent $70,000 on a Talent Search 
filly, $33,000 on a Not For Love colt and 
$25,000 on a To Honor and Serve fiUy 

“It helps to come here and be a big 
buyer because she’s not going to spend 
the money she needs to spend to be on 
the best horses at Saratoga or Keeneland,” 
said the Laurel Park-based Jenkins, who 
prefers the regional market anyway. “I like 
this sale best for me because they fit where 
I run. You go to Kentucky, you don’t know 
where they fit.” 

Jenkins and Charles led the way at a 
sale where numbers declined more than 
10 percent in terms of gross ($5,228,800) 
and average ($19,083) from 2014. The final 
tally included 367 yearlings offered and 274 
sold. Reasons for the declines in gross and 
average covered aU bases with competition 
from sales in Kentucky, not enough quality 
yearlings in the catalog and overly scruti¬ 
nized veterinary reports leading the list.

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“Overall I was satisfied, but my con¬ 
signment was sort of spotty,” said Becky 
Davis, who sold 11 of the 12 she took to 
the sale for prices ranging from $110,000 
to $1,000. “There’s stiU an over-supply for 
the number of buyers we have and not that 
many people buying to race. It’s cheaper to 
go claim a horse.” 

Davis said foal-sharing arrangements 
and other factors influence whether con¬ 
signors can place a reserve on a horse or 
not, and some horses just don’t attract 
attention—be it for pedigree and confor¬ 
mation factors or veterinary issues pointed 
out on X-rays. 

“If a horse isn’t taking off with the 
bidding right away, people wonder what’s 
wrong,” she said. “We sold a Jump Start 
fiUy with no X-ray problems, and couldn’t 
put a reserve on her. She was a little imma¬ 
ture, but pretty correct and she brought 
$1,000. We sold a fuU-sister to [stakes win- 
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ner] My Magician for $3,000 and she’U be a 
nice racehorse.” 

Davis and others (buyers and sellers) 
blamed an over-reliance on X-rays and 
their interpretation for at least part of the 
problem. Most sales players realize the 
state of the business plays a big role too. 

“Until you have a surplus of buyers 
again, it’s going to be hard,” said Davis. 
“The X-ray thing is out of control, but 
it’s what we’ve developed with technol¬ 
ogy. It’s not just transparency anymore, it’s 
with people being able to interpret what’s 
important and what’s not.” 

Consignor Bill Reighfier, chairman of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association’s 
sales committee, echoed Davis when 
it came to X-rays and other veterinary 
reports, but also said aU sales are a prod¬ 
uct of what’s in the marketplace. Active 
regional sires, other than maybe Jump 
Start, don’t stand up to Kentucky stallions

in the sales ring—not now anyway. Not For 
Love was pensioned in 2015. Two Punch 
died in 2011. Allen’s Prospect was among 
the national leaders for years, but he died in 
2003. Malibu Moon found success and was 
moved to Kentucky. Some others, such as 
Rockport Harbor and Silver Train, made 
progress but died too soon. New stallions 
have taken their places, but success takes 
time. 

“They were in high production, sought 
after and people wanted them,” said 
Reighfier. “Now we’re in a state with young 
stallions and yearlings by them don’t really 
sell well until they’re proven. That’s just the 
way things are. We’ve got some horses out 
there that are standing that could develop 
into nice sires. We don’t have a horse that 
covers both ends of the market, end users 
and pinhookers, right now.” 

Reighfier would like to see more high- 
end regionally bred horses stay home to 
sell, but also knows that’s a product of the 
market. Sellers figure a higher concentra¬ 
tion of buyers translates to higher sales 
figures. 

“We have to continue to support the 
sale and continue to bring the best horses 
we have,” he said. “There’s very little risk in 
bringing a very good horse. We know why 
people are selling out of state but trying to 
work on keeping the best horses to sell in 
our sale in the Mid-Atlantic is important.” 

As an example, he cited Chanceland 
Farm’s $140,000 Timonium colt which

didn’t sell in Saratoga over the summer. 
There was money for quality horses like 
that, fueled by the presence of region¬ 
ally based buyers such as Charles and 
Peter Angelos plus more national names 
Samantha Siegel, Patti Miller of EQB, 
Barclay Tagg and a few others. 

Angelos pressed Charles at the top, 
buying three yearlings for $220,000, includ¬ 
ing the second-highest at $190,000. The 
Bodemeister colt, consigned by Dark 
Hollow Farm, sped through the early num¬ 
bers thanks to counterpunches from Tagg 
in the back ring but ultimately went to 
Angelos on a bid by Jay Miller. Like the 
sales-topper. Hip 231 mixed a national 
sire with regional racing success to create 
demand. 

His dam, the Flatter mare Safe Journey, 
won three races and produced stakes win¬ 
ner Joy (who races for Dark HoUow) while 
hailing from the family of champion and 
Hall of Famer Safely Kept. Miller liked 
what he saw in the catalog, and in the ring. 

“Not only was he a great looking year¬ 
ling, but Bodemeister as a stallion I think 
could be great, and Dark Hollow as a farm 
has everything going for it,” he said. “They 
raise a nice horse.” 

Third on the list was a $150,000 fiUy 
by Uncle Mo which went to trainer Tony 
Dutrow for client Bill Beatson. Consigned 
by CandyLand, Hip 298 is a half-sister 
to Grade 3 winner Cinco Charlie and 
from the family of stakes winners My Pal 


Charlie, Bwana Charlie and Bwana BuU. 
Dutrow saw the fiUy at the sale, but left the 
bidding to agent Bo Hunt. 

“She’s a nice filly, real racy,” Hunt said. 
“The pedigree really worked. Uncle Mo’s 


great and the cross works. They’ll keep her 
to race and that’s basically it. You’d have to 
be excited about her.” 

Sweet success for CandyLand 

CandyLand put together a strong con¬ 
signment and was rewarded. Thirteen of 
the 16 sold for $794,000 (an average of bet¬ 
ter than $61,000). Kentucky stallions pow¬ 
ered the success with yearlings by Quality 
Road, Bodemeister, Majesticperfection, 
Super Saver, Shackleford and Harlan’s 
Holiday in the lineup. 

“They had the right sirepower, the right 
pedigrees and we set the proper reserves,” 
said Herb Moelis, whose farm was respon¬ 
sible for four of the top 10 hips. “The 
problem with the sale, as with many sales, 
is people set too high a reserve and then 
they’re disappointed. We try to set our 
reserves reasonably to get them sold and 
we almost sold them aU.” 

CandyLand did not sell at Keeneland 
September or Fasig-Tipton Saratoga this 
year, instead opting for Fasig-Tipton’s July 
sale in Kentucky and Timonium. Again, 
Herb Moelis pointed to sirepower as a key 
to success. 

“It’s more important here than any¬ 
where because they stand out,” he said. 
“You’ve got 300 or 400 horses and the 
big bidders are going to look for the sires 
which limits them to 30 or 40 horses. You

go to Saratoga and it’s tough. All the sires 
are good. Yearlings can get lost there.” 

Candyland’s top four sold for $200,000, 
$150,000, $90,000 and $75,000. The Dela¬ 
ware farm led consignors in all relevant 
categories. 

Reightler’s consignment went 38 deep 
and, like CandyLand, realized plenty of 
success with all but six selling at the sale. 
His leader, a Jump Start colt, went to 
Siegel’s Jay Em Ess Stable for $85,000. 


“We had a pretty decent sale, but we 
had 38 and half of them were by national 
sires and physically we had a very good 
group,” said Reightler. “ 

Northview Stallion Station sold 21 of 
its 29 offered, and checked in third by 
total sales. An $80,000 Not For Love colt 
(purchased by Jay Em Ess) led the way. 
Chanceland Farm (14 of 18 sold) and Dark 
HoUow Farm (seven of nine) completed 
the top five consignors with the latter 


leaping to second behind CandyLand by 
average. 

Siegel returns to Maryland 

After skipping the Midlantic sale for 
several years, California resident Siegel 
returned and was active — buying three 
yearlings for $210,000 and pushing on a 
few at the top end of the sale. 

Siegel spent $85,000 for Reightler’s 
Jump Start colt, a half-brother to stakes 
winners Dancing Afleet and Tujoes. Late 
in the sale, Siegel spent $80,000 for a 
Maryland-bred Not For Love colt from the 
family of Allaire duPont’s multiple Grade 
1 winner Shine Again. Early in the day, 
Siegel went to $45,000 for a Maryland-bred 
colt by former Jay Em Ess runner (and 
Midlantic yearling purchase) Redeemed. 

Siegel hadn’t bought a horse at the fall 
Timonium sale since 2010, and laughed 
about what brought her back. 

'They moved it to Tuesday,” she said. 
“I’ve been begging them to make this a 
Tuesday sale for a while. Monday doesn’t 
make any sense. Owners and trainers run 
their horses on the weekends. I’m traveling 
from across the country, and you’ve got 
to give us time to get here. This year, it’s 
finally a Tuesday [the first since 2011 when 
the sale was Monday and Tuesday] and I 
got here.” 

The horses had at least a little some¬ 
thing to do with it, however. 

“I come to buy an athlete and there 
are a lot of locally raised horses, ones you 
don’t see at other sales,” Siegel said. “They 
might not have national pedigrees, but 
that makes them expensive. I like to get a 
nice athlete that’s not too expensive. I like 
coming where my buck gets a little further. 
Everything has a place. Not everything has 
to be a superstar. If you get a good, useful 
horse that’s sound and wins some races 
that’s as fun as anything. I’ve always gotten 
good value for my money here.” 

Miller looks for more gold 

Olympic downhill skier Bode Miller 
bought two at the sale, matching his total 
from 2014, to add to a fledgling Thor¬ 
oughbred operation soon to be based at 
Fair Hill Training Center in Maryland. 
EQB’s Patti Miller signed the ticket on 
a $140,000 purchase from Chanceland 
Farm.

Hip 182 did not meet his reserve at 
Saratoga, but improved in the two months 
that followed. 

“I didn’t like him as much there, he 
looked really immature and didn’t look like 
the kind of horse that gets through that 
scrutiny,” said Patti Miller, who also bought 
International Star (for Ken Ramsey) at the 
fall sale as a yearling. “They had a much 
lower reserve on him here and he’s a lovely 
big horse. He’s got a beautiful walk on him, 
a big ticker. I’m cautiously optimistic he’U 
be a nice horse.” 

The only thing holding the colt back 
from an even bigger final sales price was 
his sire, though Patti Miller hated to point 
that out. 

“He’s getting old and he’s never had a 
Grade 1 winner,” she said of the recently 
pensioned Not For Love. “It’s hard to say 
because he’s been a great sire and Bob 
Baffert says it’s when they start saying 
horses can’t do something that they get the 
one that does. Bode’s a player, he’s excited 
to be involved and I think he bought a nice 
horse.” 

The Maryland-bred was headed to Eisa- 
man Equine in Florida for his early les¬ 
sons, with a potential for meeting some 
stablemates at Fair Hill. The 2014 yearling 
purchases included Delaware Park 2-year- 
old winner Ravenheart and Nate’s Tizzy, 
who was second at Santa Anita in October 
for Baffert. 

In addition. Bode Miller’s corporation 
D B Dojo was listed as the buyer of 


a Pennsylvania-bred Zensational colt for 
$30,000 from the Charlton consignment. 

Marylan(J paces 
regional market 

Maryland-breds were in demand with 
104 selling for an average of $22,819, 
outpacing the overall sale average. Half of 
the 24 yearlings to sell for $50,000 or more 
were foaled in Maryland. Buyers were after 
quality individuals, as well as a chance to 
be part of rising purses and bonuses to 
owners of Maryland-breds competing at 
the state’s tracks. 

“Marathon Farms is a big proponent 
of Maryland racing and that’s what this is 
about,” said Jay Miller of Angelos’ opera¬ 
tion. “It’s come a long way and we want to 
be part of it.” 

The $190,000 Bodemeister colt is 
a Maryland-bred and, like most in the 
Marathon stable, will race in Maryland. 
Angelos did not buy at the 2014 sale, but 
returned this year based on the opportuni¬ 
ties available. 

“The big change is the Maryland purse 
structure,” Miller said. “It’s a good time to 
be a racehorse owner in Maryland. There 
were a lot of owners going up 83 to Penn¬ 
sylvania, myself included. Now we’re driv¬ 
ing back and that’s huge.” 

Patti Miller likes the mix available at 
Timonium, even if she knows sellers 
would appreciate higher returns and more 
potential buyers. 
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“I like it because it’s a regional mar¬ 
ket,” she said. “You can get a New York- 
bred, a Jersey-bred, a Pennsylvania-bred, a 
Maryland-bred. They’re all here and there’s 
lots of racing in this area. The purses are 
good and you’ve got a chance to make 
some money, but there are a lot of decent 
horses here not getting a bid, which is 
strange. Some guys are getting some nice 
horses for not a lot of money.” 

Sires were a key topic on the minds of 
buyers and sellers, as the region tries to 
fill the void left by such important names 
as Allen’s Prospect, Two Punch, Malibu 
Moon, Not For Love and others. Kentucky 
stallions sired the top three hips and five of 
the top six. 


National buyer Samantha Siegel of Jay Em 
Ess Stable returned to the sale this year and 
purchased Bill Relghtler’s Jump Start colt 
out of Mrs. Vanderbilt for $85,000.

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“IVe been coming for years and I love 
it because they raise a good horse here, but 
when the Maryland program went down 
they let all the breeding go away and they’re 
still catching up,” said Hunt. “You had a lot 
of quality sires and they need to come back 
with some. It’s getting better, so hopefuUy 
it win come back.” 


Reightler agreed, and stressed patience 
and a recognition that aU markets (equine 
and otherwise) ebb and flow. 

“Buyers requested Maryland-breds, 
that’s encouraging, and there were more 
horses sold to buyers with Maryland 
addresses than any other state,” he said. 
“The sale was off, but I’m not going to be 


aU negative about it. You can’t. Some years 
your horses seU better than others. We have 
a pretty good base of broodmares in the 
state, and the potential is there. I’m a free 
market guy and generally the market is usu- 
aUy right.” *

Charitable Annuity shines for Russell 
in West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes

M ark Russell’s eyes were locked in. Simultaneously, he 
watched two massive forces in motion, his horses, soon 
to be individual representations of the past and the 
future. Momentarily they traveled in synchronicity across the 
dirt oval at Charles Town Races. 

Then they began to separate, one surging ahead and the other 
fading through the field of the West Virginia Breeders Classic, 
feature race on the 29th West Virginia Breeders Classics night at 
Charles Town Oct. 10. 


As Russell continued to watch, now 
straining himself to give his full attention 
to the regressing Russell Road—his three¬ 
time Breeders Classic winner and earner 
of $1,964,366-and surging Charitable 
Annuity, the owner felt a confusing blend 
of devastation and elation. Call it a bitter¬ 
sweet cocktail, one part gut-wrenching and 
one part spirit-lifting. 

The events unfolding on the track sym¬ 
bolized the end of one era and the start of 
a new one. 

“I hope,” RusseU said, “it ends up being 
the case that we pass the torch of an iconic 
equine from the state of West Virginia, 
hopefully to another.” 


Russell, 59, could feel nothing less 
than encouraged after Charitable Annuity 
crossed the finish a comfortable 2^4 lengths 
ahead of Hidden Canyon to capture the 
$500,000 Classic. Though less seasoned 
than most of his foes on this night, 3-year- 
old Charitable Annuity lived up to the 
potential Russell saw from the first time he 
laid eyes on him. 

“He looked like a real athlete,” Russell 
said of the encounter, when the gelding 
was just a few months old. “If you’ve been 
around foals long enough, you can tell the 
ones that are kind of spindly and not real 
attractive to look at, versus the way this 
guy was in his first two months after being 


born. He had that muscular, well-balanced, 
great conformation. He had a beautiful 
head on him, a kind disposition. You could 
do whatever you wanted with him. He just 
kind of had the package.” 

What was inside the package was 
unknown. 

Charitable Annuity was the first foal of 
Early Annuity. Unproven as a broodmare, 
she hadn’t exactly built much of a resume 
on the racetrack. RusseU caUed her “short 
and blocky” during her time in training. At 
the track, she’d won once from five career 
starts. 

“She had some abiUty but she had some 
trouble with her knees,” RusseU said, “and 
I finaUy said, Tm just going to stop with 
this fiUy.’ She’s such a sweet girl, I was 
going to go ahead and see if someone 
would Uke to breed her.” 

Surely, that would happen because, to 
be fair, whatever Early Annuity lacked in 
the way of a racing resume, she made up 
for in pedigree. The mare was a daugh¬ 
ter of Roberta Grump, the dam of sev¬ 
eral notable West Virginia stakes winners 
including RusseU Road. Early Annuity was 
also by Luftikus, star staUion of James 
Casey’s Taylor Mountain Farm. 

When it came to breeding Early Annuity, 
RusseU also saw an opportunity to help his 
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Stablemate to three-time race winner Russell Road, 
Charitable Annuity surges toward the finish of the $500,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic for owner Mark Russell and trainer James Casey, 
spurring an overflowing winner’s circle for the presentation. 
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friend Donald Duvall. Based just outside 
of Berryville, Va., Duvall, 71, had been 
looking for a way to get into the breeding 
game. Russell figured Early Annuity would 
be a nice mare for Duvall to start with, so 
he gave Early Annuity to Duvall. 

‘Td mentioned over the years that Ed 
like to try it just one time,” Duvall said. 

His desire to breed had been fueled 
by the success of his friend and neighbor 
Bobby Lloyd, who bred Russell Road. 
Lloyd was not only the impetus for Duvall 
to begin breeding, he’d remain a mentor 
and teacher throughout. 

Things were about to get even more 
interesting for DuvaU on his first venture 
into breeding. 

He decided to breed Early Annuity to 
another formidable Casey stallion, multiple 
graded stakes winner Charitable Man. The 
result of Duvall’s initial pairing would be 
Charitable Annuity. 

“It was surprising, as a first foal, to see 
this guy out of a mare that wasn’t that big 
to begin with, look as athletic as he was,” 
RusseU said. “As he got older, he got even 
more impressive to look at.” 

RusseU was so impressed with Charitable 
Annuity that he bought him privately as a 
yearUng from DuvaU. Getting the horse 
to the races would be a bit of a struggle 
though, as Charitable Annuity proved dif¬ 
ficult to handle on the track, despite hav¬ 
ing a calm demeanor back at the barn and 
around the shedrow. 

Exercise rider Jamey Johnson worked 
with Charitable Annuity until finaUy he was 
ready for his first race in January at Charles 
Town. It wasn’t exactly the sparkUng debut 
that his owner had hoped for. Charitable 
Annuity caught a muddy track and finished 
eighth of 10 in his maiden voyage. RusseU 
wasn’t overly concerned, especiaUy when 
Charitable Annuity returned to break his 
maiden in his second start in February. 
He’d foUow that up with two aUowance 
scores in his next three races. 

“The last few months. I’m going to 
say the last four or five months anyway, 
it’s almost Uke the Ught bulb came on and 
this horse figured out what his job was,” 
RusseU said. “He started relaxing and com¬ 
ing back to the rider and being kinder and 
gentler to handle. And then when you 
pushed the button, he’s got that devastat¬ 
ing kick to hand you.” 

That’s exactly what Charitable Annuity 
did in the Breeders Classic. Breaking from 
the outside post in a 10-horse field under 
Antonio Lopez, Charitable Annuity com¬ 
fortably settled off the pace and took off 
after being angled out leaving the quarter 
pole. 


“When we turned for home, I mean, 
this horse was in fuU flight,” RusseU said. 
“He just gobbled them up. If you saw the 
gaUop out, this horse must’ve gaUoped out 
about 20 lengths ahead of the field.” 

Just Uke that, RusseU had his fourth 
Breeders Classic win as an owner and 
Casey took home his record seventh vic¬ 
tory in the race as a trainer. Not to be over¬ 
looked was the fact that the winner was the 
first horse bred by Donald DuvaU. 

“It’s a fantasy story,” DuvaU said. “I 
couldn’t talk. You just think how many 
people race their whole Uves and breed 
their whole Uves, and here this is my first 
one. How else could you write a better 
story?” 

It was a moment for celebration, but 
deep down half of RusseU’s heart ached 
for RusseU Road. The millionaire 9-year- 
old son of Wheaton and reigning Breeders 
Classic winner had finished ninth in the 
2015 field, 231/4 lengths behind his vic¬ 
torious stablemate. After the race, it was 
discovered that RusseU Road had bled and 
displaced his palate. 

“When I seen RusseU start to back up. 
I’m Uke ‘good gosh!’” the owner said. “I 
was expecting so much from him. He’s 
been such a special horse to a lot of people 
and especiaUy for me, of course. It was 
disheartening to see that.” 

WhUe there had been speculation that 
a poor showing could mean retirement 
for RusseU Road, he came out of the race 
weU enough for his owner to indicate the 
horse would Ukely run once more this year. 
There’s even a possibiUty he could return 
for a Ught campaign in 2016, but under 
no circumstances is he expected to race 
beyond his 10-year-old season. 

“He owes me absolutely nothing,” 
RusseU said. “There’s no way I’d put any 
horse, of any caUber, in harm’s way but 
RusseU especiaUy has just been such an 
integral part of my Ufe. It’s reaUy hard to 
put into words what he means to us.” 

Although the book of RusseU Road 
remains cracked open, once it does end 
the team behind him can revel in the idea 
that there’s another story being written by 
Charitable Annuity. With his win, the geld¬ 
ing has been able to bank $328,100 in his 
first year on the track. 

The torch, if indeed it has been passed, 
appears to be in good hands. 

Cup of good fortune 

Sometimes aU it takes is one. For Terri 
Catlett, that one was Cuppa Mocha Mojo. 

The 4-year-old fiUy, the only horse 
owned by Catlett, was aU out and had 
to survive an inquiry but in the end she 


came away with an upUfting, if not entirely 
unUkely win in the “Cavada” Breeders 
Classic. 

“She’s my one-horse stable,” Catlett 
said. “I was just Uke, ‘oh, my gosh, she 
won.’ ” 

Catlett attended the races with her teen¬ 
age sons and their friends, who’d never 
been to a racetrack. They were on edge 
for several minutes foUowing the race, as 
stewards reviewed a bumping incident off 
the far turn between Cuppa Mocha Mojo 
and Pocket Gift. 

“So, we’re aU standing up and we were 
just waiting,” Catlett said. “It didn’t look 
Uke it was her fault, right? But it’s the [stew¬ 
ards’] word that says it’s not her fault. We 
were aU just standing up there and finaUy 
they said, ‘Yeah, it’s OK.’ Oh my, it was 
Uke I can’t beUeve she did it. She’s a good 
Uttle fiUy.” 

Cuppa Mocha Mojo won as the 5-2 sec¬ 
ond choice, but the probabiUty of her end¬ 
ing up in the winner’s circle in a $150,000 
race would’ve been set at something closer 
to 1,000-1 had anyone ever considered set¬ 
ting a Une just a few years back. 

A veterinarian and breeder of Dart- 
moors, Connemaras and Hanoverians, Cat¬ 
lett hadn’t had much experience with Thor¬ 
oughbreds until connecting with longtime 
West Virginia breeder Ralph Thomas. He 
encouraged Catlett to get into breeding 
because she had prime real estate for it-a 
farm in Winchester, Va., formerly owned 
by longtime Maryland trainer J.P. Simpson. 
Thomas also told Catlett about incentives 
for breeders in West Virginia. She was sold. 

Catlett started with a mare Thomas had 
bought from breeder James Johnson. The 
mare’s name was Front of Class. Her rac¬ 
ing days saw her pick up four wins in claim¬ 
ing company at Rockingham Park between 
2000 and 2001. By 2005, she was in foal at 
Catlett’s farm. 

Over the next four years. Front of 
Class produced four horses that raced a 
combined 88 times, winning just seven 
lower-level races. 

Thomas, who served as an advisor and 
mentor to Catlett, made another sugges¬ 
tion. He asked Catlett to send Front of 
Class to Anna Binkley at Maple VaUey 
Farm, where she was standing a new stal- 
Uon Thomas had convinced Binkley to buy 
named Mikimoto’s Mojo. 

Catlett admitted she decided to breed 
Front of Class to Binkley’s new staUion as 
a gesture of “goodwiU” and without any 
expectation of positive return. The result 
of the pairing with Mikimoto’s Mojo was 
Cuppa Mocha Mojo. The fiUy turned out 
to be a gift, defying any and all reasonable 
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expectations by winning her first five starts 
(two in 2014 and three to start 2015). 

''Mocha was the last foal from that 
mare,” Catlett said. "It’s kind of interesting 
the fact that she’s the last one I had and she 
far exceeded her siblings’ records.” 

Cuppa Mocha Mojo tried stakes com¬ 
pany for the first time in August and 
finished third in the Sadie Hawkins Stakes 
behind her barn mate Chrome Mine. Both 
are trained by David Walters, who had 
been impressed with Cuppa Mocha Mojo’s 
rapid development. 

"You don’t even know she’s in the 
barn,” Walters said. "She’s very easy to 
train and quiet. She goes out there, does 
her job and she’s very professional about 
it.”

In her start following the Sadie Hawkins, 
Cuppa Mocha Mojo finished a neck in 
front of Chrome Mine in a 6V2-furlong 
handicap at Charles Town. That was the 
good news. The bad news was that she was 
still beaten 1 Va lengths by Pocket Gift. 

Cuppa Mocha Mojo would get revenge 
on Pocket Gift in the Cavada. The stewards 
determined that Pocket Gift caused the 
bumping incident. Cuppa Mocha Mojo 
also had to hold off a fast-closing Red Hot 


Diva, who finished second. The winner 
improved her record to six wins from eight 
starts and increased her career earnings to 
$161,337. 

"We knew that she tries and always 
gives a good account of herself, but we just 
weren’t sure if she could beat the top horse 
or two, you know,” Walters said. "It was 


fantastic. It was wonderful for the own¬ 
ers. . . [Cuppa Mocha Mojo] is by a very 
cheap stallion and a very ordinary mare. So, 
they’re very lucky on that end of it.” 

Catlett felt equally fortunate on the 
occasion of winning a race on one of West 
Virginia’s biggest nights of racing, with her 
one and only horse. Following the race. 
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friends suggested that her original mentor 
in the racing world, who had since passed 
away, played a role in Cuppa Mocha Mojo’s 
victory 

“I bet Ralph was looking down,” some¬ 
one told Catlett. 

In retrospect, none of it would have it 
happened were it not for Thomas’ guid¬ 
ance. Cadett also acknowledged that she 
wouldn’t be in racing were it not for the 
state’s breeding program, which Thomas 
supported and encouraged her to explore. 

In many ways, Catlett is living proof of 
the program’s success. Her story, evidence 
that with enough persistence and a little 
luck, success in racing is possible. All it 
took was one, and for Cadett that one was 
Cuppa Mocha Mojo. 

Four for Runco 

Breeders Classics night has always been 
good to Jeff Runco and this year was no 
exception. Runco, who runs Coleswood 
Farm with his wife Susan, came into the 
2015 edition with 11 Breeders Classics 
wins as a trainer and four as an owner. He 
would add to both totals, sweeping the first 
three races, and later winning a fourth for 
good measure. 

The night began with Bunco’s 5-year- 
old Smoke Glacken mare Spa Creek aveng¬ 
ing her second in last year’s Distaff by 
scoring a neck victory over co-favorite 
Dimples. 

Bred by Rudedge Farm out of the 
Sky Classic mare Rudedge Dancer, Spa 
Creek earned her first stakes victory for 
Coleswood and David Raim. The narrow 
margin would set the stage for an equally 
tight finish in the next race, the West 
Virginia Division of Tourism. 

Sentimentally, Bunco’s second score 
of the night would be his biggest. His 
unbeaten Pure Prize filly Navy Ribbon was 
all out to catch runaway pacesetter Nay’s 
Back and finally caught her right before 
the wire for another neck victory. This one 
was extra special for Runco, who raced 
Navy Ribbon’s dam Go Navy and bred her, 
along with Neil Glasser. 

"'This is the only fiUy we got out of 
her,” Runco said. “After that, [Go Navy] 
died. It was a shock and it was a disap¬ 
pointment for us.” 

Just months after foaling Navy Ribbon, 
Go Navy died unexpectedly after suffer¬ 
ing an aneurysm. The Buncos had high 
hopes for her as a broodmare, following a 
racing career that had ended in 2010 with 
Go Navy winning six times and earning 
$85,500.

“Obviously, we wish the mare would’ve 
survived but we got a nice fiUy out of 
her,” Runco said. “Navy Ribbon is 5-for-5 
and she looks really good. We’U take our 
time with her and we’U have her sometime 
down the road to breed if we want to con¬ 
tinue that line.” 

With her victory. Navy Ribbon not only 
maintained her perfect record but also 
bumped her earnings to $91,020. 

As visually impressive as any horse on 
Breeders Classics night was Bunco’s third 


winner, David Raim’s Bullets Fever. Making 
just his second career start—less than two 
weeks after cruising to a 3!/2-length victory 
against maidens at Charles Town-Bullets 
Fever ran away to a 5-length score in the 
Vincent MoscareUi Memorial. 

“He had some shins bugging him,” 
Runco said. “I told David that I’d do my 
best to try and get him ready. He won his 
first race out and he had plenty of miles on 
him. He was ready to go further than the 
4^2 [furlongs] in his first race but that was 



the race that had come up in the condition 
book before the Breeders Classic, so that’s 
where we ran him in the first race. Then, 
we stretched him out for the Breeders 
Classic and he did great.” 

The 2-year-old colt bred by John 
McKee is by Beau Ridge Farm stallion 
Fiber Sonde, out of the Indian Charlie 
mare Ghost Canyon. Bullets Fever is a fuU- 
brother to Hidden Canyon, an earner of 
$313,695 who won the 2013 West Virginia 
Lottery and finished second to Charitable 
Annuity in this year’s headliner. 

Runco wasn’t done, however. He won 
his fourth race on the card in the finale, 
the West Virginia Lottery, with his 3-year- 
old Midshipman homebred Slip the Cable. 


A winner of his first three career races by 
a combined 19y4 lengths. Slip the Cable 
threw a curve at Runco when he finished 
last in the Robert G. Leavitt Stakes in 
August. 

'‘He ran terrible his race before the 
Breeders Classic and it was disappointing,” 
Runco said. "To have him come back and 
get a good trip, like I thought he could, it 
was good. He did what I thought. He’s a 
nice colt.” 

Slip the Cable is out of the Not For 
Love mare Hard to Get. The night before 
the Breeders Classics, Slip the Cable’s fuU- 
brother Weekend Liberty-another Coles- 
wood homebred-won his first race in a 
maiden special weight at Charles Town. It 


was yet another footnote to a memorable 
weekend that saw Runco move into a tie 
with John McKee for second all-time for 
Breeders Classics wins by a trainer with 15. 

Coles wood also moved up the owner 
leaderboard with three winners overall, 
including two homebred scores. Runco, 
who has trained horses for 25 years and 
became a regular breeder in West Virginia 
with his wife a decade ago, said it has 
always been a team effort. 

"Susan is the backbone, for sure,” he 
said. "She takes care of the breeding oper¬ 
ation, takes care of the farm, the stable 
and a lot of the billing. She just does a lot. 
I couldn’t do it without her. 

"We had a great night. It’s nice to have 
one of those kind of nights every once in 
a while. They’re hard to come by. It was 
great for the help and my wife, who does a 
lot of work in breeding the horses. It’s just 
a good night aU around for the owners and 
so forth.” 

Strong business 

The stories of Runco, Catlett and Rus¬ 
sell represented individual examples of 
success, on top of which track officials 
reported additional positive news related 
to wagering and the overall health of the 
program. 

All-source handle for the card reached 
$1,524,187, a 25-percent increase from 
2014. The total was just $52,080 shy of 
the record for the Breeders Classics, set 
in 2013. 

"It just goes to show you that whenever 
there’s a good product out there, people 
are going to tune in,” said Erich Zimny, 
Charles Town’s vice president of racing 
operations. "We were very pleased with 
wagering on Breeders Classics night this 
year.” 

The handle bump was consistent with a 
major increase year-over-year in all-source 
handle at the track. In fact, Charles Town 
set a record earlier this year, when bettors 
wagered $4,847,106 on the Charles Town 
Classic card, up more than 35 percent 
from 2014. 

Year to date, through the Breeders 
Classics, Charles Town also reported an 
increase in wagering of 3.7 percent over 
2014. Taking a broader view, aU sources 
handle per race in 2015 is up 28.4 percent 
over where we it was at in 2009 ($108,374 
versus $84,373). 

Track officials point to those increases 
as one of several positive indicators of 
the health of the state’s racing program, 
in spite of dealing with some of the same 
challenges that other regional racing juris¬ 
dictions endure. Namely, those challenges

include a shrinking foal population and 
added competition for gaming revenue 
with bordering states that legalized both 
slots and table games in recent years. 

“We’re going to have to adapt, much 
like other programs who are facing a 
diminishment in purse money, or a lack 
of horses to fill the number of races that 
you previously would’ve run,” Zimny said. 
“The days of running 235 live racing days 
a year here are likely over. I can’t see much 
of a way that they come back. With that 
said, if we can adapt our program to what 
we have in front of us, there’s no reason we 
can’t continue to be successful.” 

Part of the formula for success in 
West Virginia has been an emphasis on 
handle generated per $1 of purse money 
spent. While the track is running fewer live 
race days-180 this year-Charles Town 
has been able to generate an increase in 
handle compared to the amount of purse 
money it awards. 

“We always look at purse money as 
a block disbursed over the course of a 
year,” Zimny said. “You can’t look at one 
race, one day or even one month in a 
vacuum. It’s about the mix of races you’re 
using as a program and how you’re struc¬ 
tured at a more macro level. Just because a 
maiden claimer produces more handle for 
each doUar in purse money than a maiden 
special weight, you’re obviously not going 


to only run maiden claimers because of 
what it would do to the program in its 
entirety. If you look at how we’ve gone 
from producing |4.20 in handle for each 


doUar in purse money in 2009 to being 
between $5.38 and $5.90 the last 5 years, 
it tells me we’re using the purse fund more 
efficiently than we had been.” #

‘Free’ horse 

proves worth 

Marjland-bred Best Things Inlife 
plays big part at Thoroughbred Makeover

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M ichelle Warro remembers the day back in 2014 when 
Best Things InHfe got on a horse van to leave Dodon 
Farm Training Center in Davidsonville, Md., bound 
for the racetrack. She also remembers well the thoughts as the 
Maryland-bred son of Majestic Warrior headed off. 


“I remember thinking, ‘I hope this 
one’s good because I don’t want to get him 
back,’” Warro said as she adjusted the tie 
on her dressage outfit the afternoon of 
Oct. 25 at the Kentucky Horse Park in 
Lexington. “He was always a little goofy, 
always a little weird. I didn’t dislike him, but 
I was like, d don’t know if he’ll be an event 
athlete or anything if he does come back.’ 
He was a little funny. A little goofy.” 

Best Things Inlife not only came back 
to Dodon after five failed racing attempts 
early this year, he was successful enough in 
the switch from racehorse to event horse 
to be recognized as “the total package” and 
one with great “potential” in his second 
career. 

Best Things Inlife was one of hundreds 
of horses from across the country and 
more than 60 with ties to the Mid-Atlantic 
that descended on Lexington for the 
Retired Racehorse Project’s Thoroughbred 
Makeover and National Symposium Oct. 
23-25. Founded in 2010 by Marylander 
Steuart Pittman, the RRP hosted success¬ 
ful makeovers/symposiums at Pimlico 
Race Course in 2013 and 2014 but took 
the program to a new level this year. Held 
a week before the Breeders’ Cup, the event 


brought together horses, owners, breeders, 
trainers, riders, spectators, sponsors and 
more to a three-day Thoroughbred festival 
focused as much on education as the eight 
disciplines involved. The horses walked, 
trotted, cantered, jumped, corralled, cor¬ 
nered, competed, performed. The people 
watched the competition, attended semi¬ 
nars and learned. 

Pittman called the move permanent. 

“We had to move it to accommodate 
the 10 sports and all those horses,” he said. 
“The horse park works for all that. We’re 
going to stay there. We’re going to do it 
again next year, maybe the same weekend.” 

The 2016 version will be bigger, with 
more horses (though not the 1,000 report¬ 
ed initially), more trainers/riders and more 
spectators. Pittman was encouraged by the 
response from Kentucky farms and poten¬ 
tial sponsors, and sees growth. Behind it all 
is the belief in the Thoroughbred. 

“This is America’s best sporthorse,” he 
said. “It can do anything. It’s trainable, it’s 
got a future.” 

Six of the 10 division winners recog¬ 
nized during the Thoroughbred Charities 
of America Finale were from the Mid- 
Atlantic, including Best Things Inlife in 


eventing. The first five spots in eventing 
featured direct and indirect ties to the 
region, with NuteUo, who placed in the 
2012 French Derby and was trained at Fair 
Hill Training Center by Graham Motion 
in 2013 and 2014, finishing second for 
Hillary Irwin of Elkin, N.C., and the West 
Virginia-bred gelding Your A to Z’s finish¬ 
ing third for Colleen Rutledge of Mount 
Airy, Md. 

Best Things Inlife earned high praise 
from the judges during the finals after 
topping a field of 39, which also included 
last year’s Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ner Eighttofasttocatch for Rumsey Keefe. 
After Best Things Inlife and Warro went 
through a short jumping competition in 
the horse park’s covered arena during the 
finals judges noted that he “showed a lot 
of scope and power, was very rhythmic, 
his attitude was wonderful and was willing 
to work with the rider.” It was also noted 
that “you can see in his gallop the potential 
he has, to move on,” along with an “excep¬ 
tional jump.” 

Warro first got to know Best Things 
Inlife when he came to Dodon Farm 
shortly after failing to meet his reserve 
at the 2012 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern fall yearling sale in Timonium. Bred 
in Maryland by Charlie and Cynthia 
McGinnes of Thornmar Farm, Best 
Things Inlife was given (hence the name) 
to trainer Phil Schoenthal after the sale. 

The bay colt learned his early lessons 
well enough to make two early starts as 
a juvenile—at Laurel in late March and at 
Pimlico in late April. 

“He was well-meant,” Schoenthal said 
in November. “He ran in the very first 
2-year-old race we had at Laurel and ran a 
credible race.” 

Things soon went the other direction. 
Best Things Inlife had surgery to remove 
a knee chip, was gelded and was put back 
in training. Schoenthal eventually decid¬ 
ed the free horse was quickly becoming 
anything but, and called Thornmar. The 
McGinneses took their horse back, gave 
him a winter break and sent him to Dodon 
with eyes on a 3-year-old campaign. 

Best Things Inlife’s regimen included 
some hiU work at the farm and other train¬ 
ing away from the track. He took to his 
job and was eventually sent to Tim Keefe 
at Laurel. Running in Cynthia McGinnes’ 
colors. Best Things Inlife finished last of 
seven in a maiden special weight in late 
January 2015, then finished fifth (first for 
$12,500 and later for $8,000) in two maiden 
claimers. The statistics weren’t pretty-five

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career starts, no placings and 
$4,560 in earnings. 

“When he was with Tim 
Keefe he had really good works 
but whenever he raced—he 
did one race with a bunch of 
fast horses and finished in the 
middle of the pack and then 
in an easier race he just stayed 
in the middle again—he just 
didn’t want to go up front,” 

Warro said. “So they decided 
to send him back again, turn 
him into an event horse. I was 
like, 'Greeeeaaat.’ ” 

All sarcasm aside. Best 
Things Inlife handled the 
adjustment as well as any 
who turn up at Dodon, where 
Pittman is the owner and head 
trainer. The Maryland-bred 
wasn’t a star, but did his job. 

“He was OK at jumping 
when we started. He’s built 
super downhill, like a race¬ 
horse, and has always been 
really trainable with a good 
mind despite his quirkiness,” 

Warro said. “Once he got 
over something he was always 
super willing. So I said, ‘OK, 
he could be nice for somebody someday’ I 
never saw him as something that’s going to 
go on and be a four-star horse.” 

Then the Makeover came up. Pittman 
and Warro saw it as a marketing tool 
if nothing else. Maybe “Freebie” could 
impress someone, maybe he didn’t have to 
be free, maybe he could turn out OK. 

“Despite his conformation, he just 
tries,” Warro said. “Uphill horses don’t try 
as hard as him to be uphiU and go correctly. 
As he developed the ability to rock back 
and he developed the top line, his jumping 
just got better and better.” 

And Warro changed her tune. 

“Hmm, maybe I was wrong about you 
my dear man,” she told him. “You’re a nice 
little horse.” 

Warro stiU figured she was in tough 
in Kentucky. Talking with another rider 
before the competition, and basing her 
assessment on the competition get¬ 
ting attention like former Keefe trainee 
Eighttofasttocatch, retired jockey Rosie 
Napravnik and Dare Me and others, Warro 
figured she’d be back in Maryland for 
Sunday dinner. 

Warro couldn’t even pack up after the 
eventing portion of the finals since Best 
Things Inlife would go back to the covered 
arena about an hour later to compete in 
the last segment of the dressage com¬ 



petition. He finished third in dressage, 
behind Carleigh Fedorka on Grade 3 win¬ 
ner and 2013 Santa Anita Handicap-Gl 
third Called to Serve and Jordan Pruiksma 
on FuUback, a son of Bernardini out of 
Grade 1 winner Stellar Jayne. 

Best Things Inlife, by virtue of win¬ 
ning in eventing, was also eligible for the 
America’s Most Wanted Thoroughbred 
competition-which brings back the win¬ 
ners of the various disciplines to crown 
something of an overall champion. 

Soar, a gray Ontario-bred Trajectory 
mare who raced for a $5,000 claiming tag 
at the end of her career and was purchased 
off Facebook because Lindsey Partridge 
thought she looked “cute,” was named 
America’s Most Wanted Thoroughbred 
after winning competitive trail and finish¬ 
ing third in freestyle. 

Despite missing out on the big prize, 
Warro agrees with the judges and hopes 
big things are ahead for Best Things Inlife. 
He’s no longer a free horse. 

“He’s my favorite to ride every day. I 
never disliked him, but kind of like Phil, 
nothing really special stood out about 
him,” she said. “This has been a great 
experience. What’s really cool is he’s got 
Cynthia behind him also. That hopefully 
can show racing owners that they can come 
out and watch horses do this, too. Another 
thing to remember is people scoured the 


earth for these horses and the 
one they didn’t think would 
be an athlete fell in my lap. 
Freebie, the little horse that 
everybody thought was kind 
of, you know, just a horse.” 

Schoenthal loves the story, 
now. 

“I never had any doubts 
mentally, because he was a 
cool horse to be around,” the 
trainer said. “But I wasn’t sure 
soundness wise or conforma¬ 
tion wise. You never know. 
I’m happy for the horse. It’s 
always fun to see a horse excel 
at something and some just 
absolutely don’t want to be, 
or can’t be, racehorses and 
absolutely want to be some¬ 
thing else.” 

Strong cast 
from region 

Beyond Best Things Inlife, 
the region was well repre¬ 
sented in the results with five 
other division winners con¬ 
nected to the Mid-Atlantic. 

Pennsylvania-based trainer 
(and former jockey) Clovis 
Crane won the working ranch category 
with Yo Koffy, a 6-year-old son of Kafwain 
who won his first start at Parx in 2011. 
Pennsylvanian Emily Daignault-Salvaggio 
rode Gin Joint (a 6-year-old Macho Uno 
gelding) to victory in the field hunter cat¬ 
egory. Pennsylvanian Nicole Valeri won the 
barrel racing class with Quantitativeeasing, 
an Officer mare who won nine races in six 
seasons on the track. 

New Jersey’s Tik Maynard rode Mr. 
Pleasantree to victory in the freestyle divi¬ 
sion. The 5-year-old Pleasantly Perfect 
gelding made 20 starts (aU at Turf Paradise 
in Arizona) and won four times. New 
Jersey’s Kasey Evans and Slambo took 
the show-hunter class. The Florida-bred 
Grand Slam gelding’s racing career con¬ 
sisted of one start, a fifth at Belmont Park 
in 2012. 

Maryland-bred Feet Included finished 
second in show jumping for Rebecca 
Walters, who was the division’s top ama¬ 
teur. Bred by Glade Valley Farms, the son 
of Include won three of 21 starts (all in 
the region). 

West Virginia-bred Your A to Z’s fin¬ 
ished third behind Best Things Inlife in 
eventing for Colleen Rutledge. Owned by 
Patricia Dale and bred by Harold Shotwell, 
the son of Your Abe’s won once in a dozen 
starts. #

A Driving Finish 

Slight handle gains mark 2015 meet, 
which overcame a few early challenges

T he curtain came down on the 78th 
season of live racing at Delaware Park 
Oct. 17 and final numbers for the 
season showed a modest increase in total 
and daily handle. 

Total handle for the 81-day meeting was 
$104,789,404, an increase of 1.9 percent 
over the 80-day meet last year. Average 
daily handle for the meet was $1,293,696, 
up slightly from the 2014 average of 
$1,285,428. 

“Delaware racing has been faced with 
many challenges during the past decade. 


including increased casino competition and 
steady reductions in foal crops,” said John 
Mooney, Delaware Park’s executive direc¬ 
tor of racing. “Despite those challenges, 
we have had exciting racing year after year 
and this season was not an exception.” 

Mooney said that the meet began slowly 
but quickly gained momentum. 

“The meet didn’t start off on a positive 
note,” he said. “There was a conflict in the 
Mid-Atlantic states concerning simulcast 
rates, and we weren’t able to offer our 
patrons as many signals as we would have 


liked to, as well as not generating as much 
money for purses. Other than that, the 
meet was a success.” 

Mooney said there were more horses 
on the grounds than in recent years, which 
helped make for competitive races. 

Two races were featured on the meet’s 
final card, a conditional allowance at 1 mile 
for 3 and up and a maiden special weight 
for 2-year-olds at 1 mile and 70 yards. 

Tim Ritchey saddled Indian Red for the 
allowance, and the gelded 5-year-old son 
of Bernardini overcame a bobbhng start to 
rally on the far turn under Scott Spieth and 
draw away to win by 8 lengths over Trieste. 

Tom Proctor-trained Hahbut Cove, 
a Pennsylvania-bred son of Fairbanks 
owned by Christopher and George Elser, 
rebounded from a fifth in mid-September 
to break his maiden by 3 lengths. 

■Jockey Trevor McCarthy almost followed 
in the footsteps of his father, Michael 
McCarthy, by riding five winners from 
seven mounts Oct. 14. Michael McCarthy 
rode six winners at Delaware twice during 
his career, in 1997 and again in 1998.

stopped Short 

Equine herpes virus outbreak forces 
eariy end to iucrative Faii Festivai

T he $20 million Parx Racing ‘Tall 
Festival” scheduled to run through 
Oct. 20 and giving away nearly 
$500,000 per day in purses, was abruptly 
terminated more than a week early due to 
a quarantine in the stable area. 

The quarantine was put in place after 
a 2-year-old filly shipped in from Presque 
Isle Downs to the barn of trainer Blaine 
Servis tested positive for the equine herpes 
virus. A second horse displayed neurologi¬ 
cal signs, but eventually tested negative. 

With horses unable to ship in or out 
of Parx, field sizes were too small to jus¬ 
tify the Fall Festival purse schedule. Track 
management reduced purses to $300,000 
per day through the end of the meet Dec. 
22, higher than before the FaU Festival. 

Sam EUiott, director of racing at Parx, 
said it was unfortunate that the quarantine 


caused the end of the festival as total 
handle had begun to show increases over 
corresponding dates in 2014. 

H Ed Lehman took his place in the Penn¬ 
sylvania Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Asso¬ 
ciation’s Hall of Fame in mid-September, 
and continued his tradition of being one 
of the highest percentage trainers on the 
Parx backside when he saddled Rosemore 
Farms and Dun Roamin Farms’ home¬ 
bred Discreet Senorita for a victory in a 
$72,428 allowance Oct. 20. Winner of the 
Dr. Teresa Garofalo Memorial Stakes in 
September, the 3-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred fiUy recorded her sixth win (plus two 
seconds) from 10 starts this year. 

Lehman, at the Bensalem oval since 
1977, with an 11-year “retirement” from 
1994 to 2005, sported a winning rate of 
31 percent through Oct. 24, with 12 wins

from 39 starts. Lehman’s horses finished 
among the top three in 62 percent of their 
starts, and his horses earned $447,785 
through the same period. 

■ The $150,000 VaUey Forge Stakes proved 
to be another tour de force for reformed 
claimer Trouble Kid, who has displayed 
vast improvement since being haltered by 
leading trainer Ramon Preciado. 

Snatched out of a runner-up effort in a 
maiden race for $15,000 claimers July 5 at 
Parx, Trouble Kid immediately paid divi¬ 
dends when breaking his maiden 20 days 
later (for a $25,000 tag) by 16y2 lengths. 
He followed that blowout with a 9-length 
romp against starter allowance compe¬ 
tition at Delaware Park in August and 
then triumphed by a neck in the $300,000 
GaUant Bob Stakes-G3 Sept. 19 at Parx. 

Trouble Kid made it four in a row for 
owner Barbara Hopkins when he took the 
Oct. 17 Valley Forge by 3% lengths over 
his favored stablemate Jake N Elwood, 
with Res Judicata third. 

The 3-year-old son of Harlan’s Holiday 
pushed his record to 4-for-8 and earnings 
of $308,890, the bulk of it this season. 

■ Knew Stable’s Kiss the Daddy, entered 
to be sold as a racing or broodmare pros¬ 
pect in Fasig-Tipton Kentucky’s November 
mixed sale, captured her swan song for 
trainer John Dunn in an Oct. 17 allowance. 

The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Scat Daddy won the Power 
by Far Handicap for state-breds in late July 
at Parx, but failed to hit the board in two 
subsequent appearances in allowance com¬ 
pany in September and October.

Proven Producer 

Powerful Sun provides another winner 
for star Courtney broodmare Snunner

M aryland resident James Courtney 
enjoyed success on multiple occa¬ 
sions when he bred his winning 
Yarrow Brae mare Snunner to regional 
stallions the past decade. 

First sent to Dance With Ravens in 
Maryland, Snunner produced stakes win¬ 
ner and $199,841-earner Spring Dance in 
2009. Next followed a trip to Pennsylvania 
for a date with Power by Far, which result¬ 
ed in stakes winner and $331,060-earner 
Power of Snunner in 2010. 

Another date with Power by Far pro¬ 
duced multiple allowance winner Powerful 
Sun in 2011, who came ever closer to the 
six-figure earnings mark when he won at 
Penn National Oct. 22. 

Since he made his debut in September 
2014, Powerful Sun has never run for a 
claiming tag. He’s been highly regarded by 
trainer Tim Kreiser from the beginning, 
with Kreiser commenting that he felt the 
colt had a “pretty bright future.” 

The October allowance victory showed 
just what a game competitor Powerful Sun 
turned out to be. Never far off the swift 
pace in the 5y2-furlong test after break¬ 
ing from post 11 under Wilfredo Corujo, 
he began making his move on the far 
turn, rallied in midstretch, and drove past 
Caladbolg to win by a nose. The victory 
was his third in 12 starts. 

Kreiser, who has trained aU of Snunner’s 
progeny for Courtney, described Powerful 
Sun as “average-sized with a big stride, and 
nice and easy to train.” He noted that aU 
of the horses out of Snunner have been 
good to work with, adding, “They’re not 
crazy—they’re the kind you like to have.” 

The mare produced a foal by Jump 
Start, named Jump Jive an Wail, in 2013 
for breeders James Bryant and Linda Davis 
and fillies by Friesan Fire the past two 
years. She was bred to El Padrino for 2016. 

Courtney, 85, lives in Monkton, Md., 
and founded the chemical company 
Courtney Industries in Curtis Bay. 


■ Gold Square’s homebred Black Mission 
Fig rebounded off a loss in stakes com¬ 
petition in September to find the winner’s 
circle Oct. 3 for her third victory of the 
season. 

The 3-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Fusaichi Pegasus, based at 
the Fair Hill Training Center with Michael 
Lerman, was dispatched as the heavy 
favorite in the 6 furlong allowance. She 
relished the sloppy going, racing down on 
the rail and engaging in a spirited duel with 
D’Kennesaw Cat through the opening half 
in :45.39. 

Dana Whitney urged her past D’Ken¬ 
nesaw Cat and Black Mission Fig quickly 
opened up by nearly 3 lengths midway 
on the turn. She was not challenged from 
there, widening her lead as she sloshed to 
the wire. The final margin was 5% lengths. 

The $21,240 Black Mission Fig earned 
increased her bankroll to $66,940 from six 
starts. After breaking her maiden July 8 at 
Penn National, and then coming right back 
to take an Aug. 8 allowance, she set the 
pace in the $100,000 Dr. Teresa Garofalo 
Memorial Stakes Sept. 5 at Parx Racing but 
tired to finish fifth. 

Training since 1991, Lerman has six 
horses for Gold Square, the stable name of 
Ocean Township, N.J., resident A1 Gold. 
The owner’s horses run at venues across 
the country, including New York, Delaware 
and Indiana. One of his more notable run¬ 
ners was Spanky Fischbein, who captured 
the 2007 New York Stallion Great White 
Way Stakes at Aqueduct for trainer Todd 
Pletcher, and earned $302,937. 

Lerman has saddled several stakes win¬ 
ners, including graded winners Antartic 
Wings and Gigawatt and graded stakes- 
placed Fearless Leader. 

■ Trainer David Jacobson sent two horses, 
Saturday’s Charm and Jubilant Vision, 
from his New York base to Grantville and 
came away with victories Oct. 17. 


Making his Penn National debut was 
Saturday’s Charm in a 6-furlong allowance. 
The 6-year-old son of Any Given Saturday, 
second at Belmont Park in his previous 
start, was sent off as the even-money 
choice and won by a neck. 

Saturday’s Charm has back class, 
having placed in Aqueduct’s Tom Fool 
Handicap-G3 twice and Belmont’s Bold 
Ruler Handicap-G3, and earning in excess 
of $425,000 for his career. 

Jubilant Vision completed the allow¬ 
ance double against fillies and mares going 
6 furlongs. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Pollard’s Vision endured an eventful trip 
as she bore out at the start, brushed a rival, 
went three wide into the turn, and finally 
drove clear to win by 5% lengths. She won 
in a similar spot Oct. 8 at Penn National. 

■ Arrowwood Farm’s homebred Haitian 
HiU showed he could factor in future 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes when he defeated 
a salty group of fellow 2-year-olds in a 
6-furlong allowance Oct. 22. 

The son of PetionviUe and the Lang- 
fuhr mare Chapel Hill won his debut by 
3 lengths at odds of 1-2 Sept. 10. The 
Rodrigo Madrigal Sr. trainee was ignored 
at 16-1 in his second start, mainly because 
he was facing a field that included Presque 
Isle Downs stakes winners Imply and Balk. 

Balk went off the favorite, with Imply 
the second choice, but Haitian Hill over¬ 
came trouble to prevail by a half-length 
over Imply, with Balk more than 4 lengths 
back in third. ^

Owner Domination 

Horses from powerful Naylor stable 
triple at Far Hills, season’s richest day

A nd then it was over. 

This summer, Irv Naylor had company at the top of the National 
Steeplechase Association standings as Gillian Johnston won big 
races with the likes of Syros and Mr. Hot Stuff Naylor went to work, buy¬ 
ing horses for a fall spree and rich race meets of October and November. 


In a day, the race for the NS A own¬ 
ers’ championship was over as Naylor 
unleashed a torrent of eight horses on the 
sport’s biggest day at the Far Hills Races 
Oct. 17 in Far Hills, N.J. Champion owner 
in four of the previous five seasons, Naylor 
clinched another crown, as each horse 
earned a check to coUect a cool $318,000 
(of $600,000 offered), doubling the stable’s 
yearly total. 

Making his second start in the U.S., 
Dawalan (Fr) won the Grade 1 Grand 
National, leading a 1-3-5-6 Naylor finish in 
the $300,000 stakes. Making her first start 
in the United States, One Lucky Lady (GB) 
won the Peapack and veteran timber horse 
Ebanour (Ire) put a lid on the scourge by 
winning the New Jersey Hunt Cup. 

Based on Naylor’s farm in Butler, Md., 
Cyril Murphy trained the three winners, 
none bigger than Dawalan, who trav¬ 
eled smoothly, swept to the lead leaving 
the backside and staved off Irish raider

Ross Geraghty guided Dawalan to the 
win, turning away his younger brother, 
Barry, on Eshtiaal. 

“Believe me, if ever a feUow needed 
impetus...” Murphy said, moments after 
the 1-length win. 

Back in June, Ross Geraghty called his 
brother about Dawalan, a gray 5-year-old 
Barry had ridden to two wins in England 
when trained by Nicky Henderson. Barry 
told Ross to hold onto the horse, don’t 
reach the lead too soon, the more you fill 
him up, the more he’U finish. 

Months later, Dawalan reached the lead 
and Barry stalked him all the way around 
the turn and up the hill to the last. 

“I knew Barry was there somewhere, 
but I didn’t know where he was,” Ross 
said of the moment when Dawalan hit the 
front. “I know he thought it was grand, 
"You’ll give me a lead and you’ll stop.’ He 
couldn’t believe he stayed going.” 

Barry Geraghty laughed at the irony. 

""I probably told him too much,” Barry 
said. ""It’U be awhile before I live that one 
down, it’s been a while since we were in a 
finish like that. I hadn’t seen him in about 
18 months, it was a great win for him, I’m 
delighted for him. It was a good race and it 
sure was a great result.” 

Ross and Barry’s parents heard the 
result while vacationing in California, they 


wouldn’t have been surprised by the per¬ 
formance or the sentiment. 

""We are each other’s biggest fans and 
biggest critics,” Ross said. ""We were the 
same growing up, when he did something 
wrong or I did something wrong, we were 
the first to teU each other what it was, it was 
great for both of us.” 

As for Murphy, he was confident in 
Dawalan, who finished third in his Ameri¬ 
can debut at Belmont Park in September. 

""He had been working like a machine 
the last few weeks,” Murphy said. ""He’s 
small, but he’s like a Jack Russell Terrier, he 
was traveling too well at Belmont, he got 
caught out. Today he was grand.” 

Bred by the His Highness the Aga 
Khan’s Studs in France, Dawalan was not 
meant to be a jumper. The 5-year-old is 
a half-brother to Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl 
winner and American turf champion Day- 
lami (Ire), as well as black-type performers 
Dalakhani, Dalghar and Daymarti. 

Dawalan made four starts on the flat 
in France for the Aga Khan, mustering 
two runner-up finishes and two fifths. 
After finishing fifth and last at DeauviUe 
in July 2013, Dawalan shifted spheres to 
Henderson, making his debut over hurdles 
in November 2013. He won four hurdle 
races but failed to threaten at the big meets, 
finishing 16th in the Pertemps Final at 
Cheltenham and 15th in a Grade 3 hurdle 
at Aintree this spring. 


The son of Azamour (Ire) was purchased 
by Naylor through Clancy Bloodstock and 
Stroud-Coleman Bloodstock and sent to 
Murphy, who unveiled the newcomer in 
Belmont’s Lonesome Glory-Gl in late 
September. Dawalan finished third, beaten 
iy 2 lengths by Bob Le Beau (Ire). 

Geraghty left there with the 2y8-mile 
trek at Far Hills in mind. 

""I knew we would get the pace here and 
it would set up for us, I rode him much the 
same way, he jumped so well, he loved the 
ground, he was attacking everything, the 
last mile he just wanted to go,” the jockey 
said. ""I didn’t want to be in front too soon, 
but he was going so easy, I let him run 
through the bridle, he charged up the hiU, 
pinged the last. When I got over the last, I 
just rode him hands and heels, I didn’t want 
to go the stick just in case he thought about 
pulling up. He did it easy enough.” 

MARE PROVES 
LUCKY AND GOOD 

Naylor, Murphy and Geraghty lit the 
match early, winning the $50,000 Peapack 
for fiUies and mares to start the card with 
One Lucky Lady (GB). A winner of four 
hurdle races and one chase in England, 
the daughter of Lucky Story made her 
American debut and used speed and stam¬ 
ina to establish and keep a spot in third, 
behind an unusually tepid pace set by Bau 
Bai Gold. 

Leaving the backside the final time. One 
Lucky Lady slipped through on the inside 
to gain a half-length advantage on Bau Bai 
Gold coming up the hiU. The pacesetter 
clawed back to lead briefly while landing 
over the last but One Lucky Lady fought 
back to earn a half-length win. Maggie 
Neary (Ire), making her first jump start 
since 2012, closed to be third, a head in 
front of Foxfield maiden winner Ivy Mills. 

One Lucky Lady dove at the first hur¬ 
dle, jumped methodically early and then 
put it together. Geraghty never worried. 

""I watched aU her tapes, she’s like that, 
she warms up to it, she’s the same at home. 
We jumped nine hurdles Wednesday, she 
jumped the first three slow, went back and 
jumped three nicely, then the last three 
she’d done it really well,” Geraghty said. 
""Cyril said to give her a good warm up 
before the start, she was good the whole 
way, traveled easy, she stays really well, 
stamina is her forte, so we put it to the 
test.”

Murphy, who used to work for the 
mare’s former trainer Henderson, wanted 
to put One Lucky Lady’s stamina to work. 

“Talking to Ross, we figured there was 
no point sitting too far back, her form says 
she’ll go farther, have her handy and make 
her stamina count off the bottom bend. 
She was a little sticky over the first, but at 
home schooling it’s the same way, it just 
takes her a little time to warm up. She did 
it well in the end. She got first run on them, 
she was entitled to win on what she had 
done over there, but you just never know if 


one of these younger ones is going to jump 
up, especially with the weight they were 
getting. She’s been very uncomplicated 
since we got her.” 

The only complicated part was the 
distaff hurdle stakes schedule, which was 
aborted twice at Saratoga. 

“She was ready to go, until the day 
before entries the first day when I got the 
call that the race wasn’t going to go. She 
was ready to go the second day and it didn’t 
happen,” Murphy said. “Then, she slipped 
on the road one day and cut herself, we 


ended up backing off her for three weeks 
to a month. In hindsight, it was probably 
the best thing that happened to her, just 
freshened her up. She’s been working really, 
really nicely the last two weeks. Carol-Ann 
[Sloan] has been riding her and she doesn’t 
say much and she was saying how weU she 
was doing.” 

EBANOUR TAKES 
TIMBER FINALE 

Naylor and Murphy topped their day 
when Ebanour (Ire) rallied in the waning 
strides to nail Schoolhouse Woods in the 
New Jersey Hunt Cup. The dA-mile timber 
stakes attracted a fuU field of 11 and Gus 
Dahl rated Ebanour last, well off the pace 
set by Naylor’s Tax Ruling before gradually 
working into the race from the outside. 

The 8-year-old moved to third at the 
bottom of the hiU, tracking Schoolhouse 
Woods and Tax Ruling. Favorite Corn- 
husker (GB) tried to slip through on the 
inside, but slipped out of a four-way Dag- 
wood inside Delta Park, Schoolhouse 
Woods and Tax Ruling. 

Avoiding that melee, Ebanour contin¬ 
ued wide, but stiU had ground to salvage 
at the last as Schoolhouse Woods spurted 
clear. Ebanour finally reeled in School- 
house Woods and held off a re-raUying 
Tax Ruling. 

“Our intention was to get him to relax, 
Cyril wasn’t sure he wanted the 3V4 so we 
thought if we dropped him out the back 
and hunted him around, he would handle 
the trip. It worked out because nobody 
got a clear run up the inside,” Dahl said. 
“He threw it into sixth gear at the last and 
landed running, he just had that extra bit 
to stay on.” 

Dahl picked up the ride on the way 
home from the Virginia Fall Races a week 
earlier. 

“Cyril was on the phone with Ross 
Geraghty about Inti (Uru) running in the 
fiat race at Middleburg and Cyril said. Tut 
me on the phone with Gus.’ You couldn’t 
ask for a better pick-up ride,” Dahl said. “I 
had schooled him earlier in the week, he’s a 
type of horse that you need to leave alone 
and squeeze, I definitely benefitted from 
going over to school him.” 

Like Dawalan, Ebanour (who won 
for the fifth time) was bred by the Aga 
Khan. ■

Maryland-bred star Grinding Speed 
sews up timber crown in Gold Cup

M ichael Wharton escorted Grinding 
Speed through the paddock 
to the winner’s circle after the 
International Gold Cup timber stakes at 
Great Meadow in The Plains, Va., Oct. 
24. The horse was blowing, the owner was 
glowing. 

‘Way to go, Michael.” 

Wharton deflected credit, quickly. 
“Trainer, horse, jockey,” Wharton 
said, as he accompanied Grinding Speed 
from the racetrack to the winner’s circle 
after the Gold Cup for the third time. 
The owner, acting as groom, smiled and 


slapped his horse-who also won in 2012 
and 2014-on the neck. 

Asked if it was in that order, Wharton 
shook his head. 

“Horse, trainer, jockey,” Wharton said. 

Grinding Speed deserved to be at the 
top of the list. 

Trained by Alicia Murphy and ridden 
by Mark Beecher, the son of Grindstone 
secured another International Gold Cup 
and clinched the timber championship 
with a hard-fought win in the $75,000 
timber feature at Great Meadow in The 
Plains, Va. Bred in Maryland by Alan, 



Mark, Mitchell and Madeline Kline, the 
gray 9-year-old won one race on the flat, 
one over hurdles and has now won eight 
over timber. He pushed his career earnings 
to more than $300,000 with the 1 Id-length 
win over Dakota Slew and Straight to It. 

Coming off two consecutive losses. 
Grinding Speed had people wondering if 
he had lost a step and had Wharton feeling 
prideful before and after the race.

“He was in deep, so deep. At some point in time they have to 
give it up to the younger crowd, there was talk that Speedy’s day was 
done and the young guys were going to get him. I’m happy that didn’t 
happen,” Wharton said. “Every time I pull in here, my stomach starts 
doing flip flops. Why do we do this? Why do we do this? When can 
I retire this horse and [fox] hunt him?’ I don’t think that’s going to 
happen any time soon.” 

Grinding Speed looked anything but a hunter with another 
dominating tour of Great Meadow, collecting his fifth win from 
six starts over the famed Virginia timber course. Beecher placed 
him in second, well off the early pace of longshot Personal Brew 
before taking charge as the field cut diagonally over the water 
jump and through the center on the final circuit. Arrows came 
swift and fast from the likes of Dakota Slew and Straight to It, 
but Grinding Speed shunned them with another stamina-laden 
performance. 

“Hats off to Alicia, as he’s gotten more mature, he’s hard to 
train in the sense that he’s so relaxed about his training, I gallop 
him, for me to gallop him, he’s easy, so we need to get a couple 
of races into him to get ready,” Wharton said. “Fourth at Shawan, 
second at Middleburg, it was aU part of a plan and it worked out. 
I have no idea why he’s better here, I can’t give you some brilliant 
answer to that question. I’m blessed. I’m blessed.” 

The win sewed up Grinding Speed’s first timber championship 
with three wins from five starts and $124,550 earned this year. It 
was the third such honor for a horse trained by Murphy, who also 
sent out Joe’s O. K. to the crown in 1990 and Thor Thors in 2001. 

CLAIM TO FAME FOR DIPLOMAT 

Diplomat became the claim of the year by winning the $50,000 
Zeke Ferguson Memorial hurdle stakes, one race before Grinding 
Speed became timber horse of the year. 

Claimed for $40,000 at Saratoga, Diplomat earned a $30,000 
check for Adam Newman and his brother Rich’s Flying Elvis 
Stable. 

Newman, opting to go jump racing instead of watching his fiat 
stakes winner Tricky Zippy finish second to La Verdad at Belmont 
Park on the same afternoon, roared Diplomat home from the 
wooden stands. It was a late roar. Diplomat had opened 4 lengths 
by the time Newman leapt in the air. 

“I couldn’t see him make that move,” Newman said. “This is a 
little different than Belmont Park.” 

With some money in his account from Tricky Zippy’s Union 
Avenue win at Saratoga, Newman read the Saratoga form for 
Sept. 2 and saw Diplomat dangling for a $40,000 claiming price 
for owner/trainer Jimmy Day. He called his brother, made the 


move and claimed his first jumper, who won the optional claimer 
by 3 lengths. 

Newman, who lives in Charlotte N.C., and has visited jump 
tracks from the Carolina Cup to Cheltenham, was in the jump 
game. Flat trainer Charlton Baker, who has a few horses for the 
Newmans, claimed the 6-year-old son of Kitten’s Joy and ran 
him in the Grade 1 Lonesome Glory at Belmont Park Sept. 24. 
Diplomat failed to settle for Robbie Walsh and wound up sixth. 
Newman called Bernie Dalton, who had guided Diplomat to a 
Carolina Cup win in March and the claimer at Saratoga and asked 
how he could get him back on the horse. 

Dalton remembered the conversation well. 

“Adam was disappointed at Belmont, the horse never settled 
and ran like he did in the Smithwick, too keen. He called and asked 
me, ‘What do I have to do to get you back on the horse? If I send 
you the horse, will you ride and train him?’ I said, ‘Look it puts me 
in a funny position because I ride a lot for Jimmy’ He said, ‘If you 
don’t take him, the horse is going somewhere else.’ We’re a small 
outfit, we can’t afford to turn business down,” Dalton said. “All 
credit to Jimmy Day and Charlton Baker, we’ve only had him two 
weeks. I got Mr. Baker to work him before he put him on the van 
and then I worked him last Tuesday, he worked lights out, call the 
fire brigade, put the scorch marks out, he worked that well. I was 
coming here confident.” 

Dalton called Day before he took the horse, the Virginia trainer 
told him two things, good luck and to call him if he had any ques¬ 
tions. 

Trained by Dalton’s wife, Kate, Diplomat settled well and 
skipped past Gustavian to win the $50,000 stakes easily. 

“I loved where I was early on, I was showing him too much 
light at his hurdles, he was being extravagant, so I started cover¬ 
ing him up and then he chipped and popped and stayed relaxed,” 
Bernie Dalton said. “We were going fairly steady, I was planning 
on being last turning in to the straight but they went so slow, I got 
a little more competitive jumping the third to last, got my position, 
sit and save, he idles a little, but I gave him a smack and he scooted 
off He is an absolute gentleman in the morning, as soon as you 
can get your hands down, he’ll bow his head and do whatever you 
want.” 

Kate Dalton improved her 2015 numbers to 5-for-12 for 
$159,800 while Bernie Dalton improved his to ll-for-61 for 
$385,650. 

“This is a real plus for us, you get out of bed with a spring 
in your step to go look at horses like these,” Bernie Dalton said. 
“We’re used to dealing with maiden claimers and happy to be deal¬ 
ing with them.” I

Marylander Hankin, 21, makes noise 
in jockey ranks with double at Far Hills

T he smell of fresh woodchips spread 
across Tufton Avenue. The view from 
the top of the hill at Worthington 
Farms. Fence lines dancing across green 
fields. The third, the 13th, hell, all 22 of 
them. The wait. The wagon. The silver. 
The history. The enormity. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup—it has a way 
of getting into a man’s soul. Or a boy’s. 

For Connor Hankin, it started on the 
last Saturday in April 2004. 

“When Bug River won in 2004,” 
Hankin said. “That’s my first memory of 
the sport.” 

Bug River won the Maryland Hunt Cup 
for Hankin’s parents, Michael and Ann. 
Blair Waterman (now Wyatt), guided the 
Maryland-bred to an improbable win in 
the 4-mile timber classic. It was a big day 
for the Hankins, for Waterman, for trainer 
Regina Welsh. And a bigger day for the 
10-year-old kid who watched the bold bay 
run and jump like he was let out of jail by 
mistake, Connor Hankin was hooked. Bug 
River came back to win again and hit the 
board twice more, the hook sunk deeper. 

Eleven years later, Hankin juggles 
schoolwork at the University of Virginia 
and a budding career as a steeplechase 
jockey. 

Blame, or thank Bug River. 

Hankin finished second in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup aboard Battle Op in 2012. The 
duo failed to finish in their next two tries. 
Battle Op retired and Hankin spent this 
spring looking, but not forcing a Hunt Cup 
ride. He sat out this year’s Hunt Cup, but 
won’t sit out many. 

The 21-year-old won two races at the 
My Lady’s Manor in April, guiding Two’s 
Company (Ire) and Ballylifen (Ire) to win 
divisions of the John Rush Street Memorial 
maiden timber. The horses were imported 
from England for Bruton Street-US, a 
partnership of Marylanders the Hankins, 


Charlie Fenwick Jr. and Charlie NoeU. 
Beyond those two wins, Hankin won over 
hurdles and timber on the point-to-point 
circuit and rode BaUylifen in the Virginia 
Gold Cup on the first Saturday in May. 

By faU, Hankin added hurdle racing to 
his burgeoning career and quickly earned 
three wins, guiding recent Bruton import 
Scorpiancer (Ire) to upset the ratings hur¬ 
dle at Shawan Downs and the $100,000 
Foxbrook Champion Hurdle at Far Hills. 
On the same Far Hills card, Hankin scored 
with another Bruton import The Nephew 
(Ire). 

An amateur by code, Hankin approach¬ 
es the game as a professional. Fit, polished 
and prepared, he produced a double at the 
Manor by saving ground, easing through 
traffic and arriving on time. Within 
10-horse fields, over a tricky course of 
right and left turns, Hankin melted within 
the peloton before separating at show time. 
Riding against professionals, the amateur 
was flawless. 

At Shawan Downs and Far Hills, 
Hankin again showed patience before 
sweeping wide to register three prominent 
hurdle tallies against professionals. 

By the end of October, he had cracked 
the top 10 with five wins from 22 rides 
on the National Steeplechase Association 
circuit. He’s the only American on the 
list, as the U.S. jump-jockey colony largely 
consists of transplanted Irish and English 
riders. 

When asked where or how he learned 
to be patient, Hankin didn’t shrug his 
shoulders or wonder about how it hap¬ 
pened, he talked about watching Irish jump 
jockey Paul Carberry on Taglietelle (GB) 
in a Grade 3 hurdle at Aintree two days 
before the Manor. 

“It’s definitely something I think about, 
if I were to do one or the other, I would 
ride a horse patiently rather than going too 


early. I watch a lot of races in England, 
Paul Carberry just dropped him on the line, 
that was pretty cool,” Hankin said. “I think 
if you can get them to relax and let the 
other people use their energy early on, you 
have a better chance at the end.” 

An analytical approach to tactics, 
Hankin must be learning something in 
school. The history and economics major 
keeps 16-year-old foxhunter Bold Quest 
near Charlottesville to ride during the 
week, runs and pumps on an Equiciser 
to stay fit and doesn’t schedule classes on 
Fridays so he can ride out for eight-time 
champion trainer Jack Fisher, who has 
trained all of Hankin’s winners. 

The jockey has come a long way from 
the 15-year-old who came to Fisher’s on 
the weekends with visions of Bug River 
dancing in his head. 

“At the beginning I would just get run 
off with every time,” Hankin said. “There 
was a horse named Ascertain (Ire), I rode 
him in front, I looked back at the top 
of the gallop and they were stiU coming 
around the turn at the bottom, I was com¬ 
pletely clueless.” 

Hankin isn’t the first rider to look back 
with alarm while on a gallop at Fisher’s 
Butler farm. 

“Everybody has a similar story I’ve 
learned,” Hankin said. 

Fisher likes what he sees so far. 

“The thing about Connor is he listens 
to you, he needs some polish but with both 
horses at Far HiUs, he listened,” Fisher 
said. “At Shawan, we said school around 
and see what we’ve got, if you can win, 
go ahead and win. Since it worked the 
last time, basically, do the same thing. He 
doesn’t drop them out, he drops them in 
and follows them around. It helps that his 
father owns the horses, I teU him to go 
have a good time, it takes all the pressure 
off him.” 

The future of American steeplechasing 
is a prominent question as the old guard 
slowly disappears, today’s lifestyle slip¬ 
ping further away from yesterday’s roots. 
Hankin is the future. He’s young, passion¬ 
ate, able, in the right hands with Fisher 
and has his parents (Mike is an executive 
with Brown Advisory in Baltimore) behind 
him. Polite and professional, Hankin cor¬ 
rects himself when he answers a question, 
“Yeah, er, yes.” 

As his friends enjoy weekends in col¬ 
lege, Hankin travels. On the last weekend

of April, he rode at the Queen’s Cup in 
Charlotte, N.C., Saturday and Middleburg 
Hunt Point-to-Point in Virginia Sunday 
He was back in class Monday morning, a 
fall on Saturday and a win on Sunday pro¬ 
viding the lows and highs of jump racing 
Not that any of his friends knew it. 

“I live with eight of my friends, they’U 
ask me, just because they want to know 
what I’m doing on the weekends because 
I’m not around. They think it’s cool,” 
Hankin said. “Last year, when I won on 
Grand Pride in Camden [S.C.], they had 
heard of the Carolina Cup so they thought 


that was cool. I don’t want to say they 
understand, they know at least that I have 
these rides, it’s important to me and it’s 
either going well or it isn’t. It’s nice to have 
a couple of days at school and then it’s nice 
to go racing.” 

As for his plans after college, Hankin 
has changed his tune, slightly. 

In April, when asked about his summer 
plans, he didn’t hesitate. 

“I have an internship, doing an invest¬ 
ment type thing in D.C., this summer and 
I’U be riding on the weekends. I’U always 
ride and I’d love to do something with 


horses, but I haven’t quite figured it out 
yet. I have one more year of school first.” 

In October, when asked what he would 
do if he was offered a first-call riding job 
in steeplechasing, Hankin smiled. 

“I think it would be pretty attractive,” 
he said. “I’m in the opinion of do it while 
you can, if you have the ability and the 
opportunity now, why not? To answer it 
another way, I don’t have a business job 
lined up after I graduate, I would like to 
pursue it in any fashion I can.” ■

Veteran Saluda Sam 
finds a winning niche

O ctober can feel a bit rushed 
to steeplechase people, 
thanks to (this year anyway) 
five weekends and race meetings in 
Virginia, New Jersey, New York 
and South Carolina. In addition to 
stakes races at the two richest 
stops—Far Hills and the Interna¬ 
tional Gold Cup—the month fea¬ 
tured plenty of signature perfor¬ 
mances. 

Seemingly ageless South Caro¬ 
lina-bred Saluda Sam won twice 
in the month for owner Irv 
Naylor and trainer BiUy Meister. 

The 10-year-old gelding has been 
a steeplechase horse since 2010, 
when he won his hurdle debut for 
trainer Kathy Neils on and owner 
Chadds Ford Stable. Despite the 
quality start, his career went the 
other direction with 22 consecutive 
losses over the next three years. His 
record over the past three seasons 
includes six wins and four seconds 
in 13 starts. 

The success coincided with a 
concentration on races over the 
varied courses at Glenwood Park 
and Great Meadow in Virginia, where 
aU six wins have come. The autumn suc¬ 
cess started at Glenwood’s Virginia FaU 
meet, where he set the pace for jockey 
Willie McCarthy, cornered like a Ducati 
and won by 2y2 lengths over Brother Sy 
with Harmony Bay third Oct. 10. Two 
weeks later, Saluda Sam went to his second 
favorite race course—Great Meadow—and 
won the $40,000 Steeplethon on the 
International Gold Cup undercard. Again 
ridden by McCarthy, the son of Adcat 
jumped out to an easy lead and made it last 
by a neck over On the Corner, who was 15 
lengths ahead of Super Saturday. 

The winner was bred by FR. Bobby 
Nelson and began his career on the flat 
at Delaware Park in 2008 with trainer 
Steve Epley Jr. Saluda Sam won twice the 
next year, at Indiana Grand and Ellis Park 


before wrapping up his flat career at Laurel 
Park in November 2009. By May 2010, he 
was winning over hurdles at Radnor for 
Phyllis Wyeth before being sold to Naylor 
as a long-term timber prospect. 

■ Also at Virginia Fall, Sheila Williams’ 
Straight to It won his first race of 2015 
after placing in two timber stakes this 
spring. Trained by Jack Fisher, the son of 
Giant’s Causeway handed Grinding Speed 
a 7-length defeat in the $35,000 National 
Sporting Library timber stakes. Sean 
McDermott rode the winner, who collect¬ 
ed his seventh career win—aU over jumps. 
The $500,000 Keeneland September year¬ 
ling purchase lost all three starts on the 
flat for trainer Alan Goldberg and owner 
Richard SantuUi. 


■ The International Gold Cup hosted 
four flat races to top off the nine-race 
card. Neil Morris won two with Gillian 
Johnston’s Ack Fiesty and Noble Stable’s 
Candy Man Can. Elizabeth Voss won 
her second Great Meadow flat race of 
the fall with Merriebelle Stable’s Renown 
(GB). Complete St. leaped from winning 
the Brookmeade Stakes at Laurel to win¬ 
ning the Virginia-bred flat race 
for Lilith Boucher and Harlan 
Crossman. 

■ The circuit’s most northern 
stop, the Genesee Valley Hunt 
Races in Geneseo, N.Y., produced 
a stakes win by Pennsylvania-bred 
Be Great—who outlasted three 
others in the $30,000 Genesee 
Valley Hunt Cup timber stakes. 
Bred by Equivine Farm, the 
winner was the only finisher as 
Joshua G. and Personal Brew fell 
and Sky Count was pulled up. 

Annie Yeager rode the winner, 
who broke his timber maiden at 
Winterthur in May, for Welcome 
Here Farm and trainer Todd 
McKenna. 

■ As the season headed to its 
final weeks, trainer Jack Fisher 
was on pace for a historic finish. 
The Maryland-based trainer had 
all but clinched his ninth NS A 
championship with 24 wins (triple 
the total of the next three trainers 
combined). Fisher’s horses had 
earned $923,600, putting him in 
position for the second miUion- 

doUar season in history by a trainer. Fisher 
did it in 2008, too. . . Jockey Paddy Young 
was closing in on his fifth NS A crown with 
20 wins (eight more than his nearest rivals. 
Just two jockeys (seven-time champions 
Dooley Adams and Joe Aitcheson) have 
won more... Former flat stakes horse Paris 
Vegas made a successful conversion to 
hurdles in his debut, winning a maiden race 
at Virginia Fall for Merriebelle Farm and 
trainer Elizabeth Voss. The son of Maria’s 
Mon earned more than $350,000 on the 
flat, including a second to Silver Max in the 
Bernard Baruch-G2 in 2013. . . Regional- 
breds continued to find success on the 
jump circuit with wins by Grinding Speed 
(Maryland), Puller (Maryland), Saluda Sam 
(South Carolina), Wingo Star (Maryland), 
Be Great (Pennsylvania). I 
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Grade 3 winner by leading sire

Imagining: A Grade 1 winner and five-time stakes winner 
for the Phipps Stable, the homebred 7-year-old son of Giant’s 
Causeway descends from the sire-producing family of Numbered 
Account. 

In five seasons of competition as a turf specialist. Imagining 
raced at the highest level, winning or placing in eight graded stakes. 
He recorded a gate-to-wire victory in Belmont Park’s Grade 1 Man 
o’ War at V/s miles in 2014, defeating multiple Grade 1 winner Real 
Solution, and annexed this year’s Grade 2 Pan American Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park going 1 Vz miles. In his stakes debut at 3 he fin¬ 
ished a close second in the Grade 1 Hollywood Derby.

Daydreaming, Imagining is a half-brother to multiple stakes-placed 
Reflecting. His dam is a full-sister to current top-five freshman sire 
Girolamo and to the dams of top-three second-crop sire Super 
Saver and top-ranked California sire Bluegrass Cat. Imagining’s 


second dam. Get Lucky, is a full-sister to longtime leading Mid- 
Atlantic sire Not For Love and Eclipse Award-winning juvenile 
Rhythm. Dozens of sires appear in his family, including Private 
Account, Mutakddim, Polish Numbers, Accelerator and Frost 
Giant, the latter also a son of Giant’s Causeway. 

Imagining will stand for $7,500, payable when the foal stands 
and nurses, as the property of a syndicate.

G roup 1 winner Lord Shanakill, one of the top first-crop sires 
in Europe in 2014, and multiple graded stakes-winning mil¬ 
lionaire Last Gunfighter will stand the 2016 season at Dr. 
Bill Solomon’s Pin Oak Lane Farm in New Freedom, Pa.

Lord Shanakill: A son of champion sprinter Speightstown, 
9-year-old Lord ShanakiU previously stood at the Irish National 
Stud and is the sire of four stakes performers, three group/ 
graded, from two crops of racing age. In 2014 he ranked second 
among Europe’s freshman sires by winners, with 16 worldwide. 

His runners have amassed more than $1 million and include 
2015 stakes performers My Dream Boat, winner of the Prix 
Perth-G3 in France; Great Dancer (Ire), third in the Hill Prince 
Stakes-G3 at Belmont Park; and Mister Brightside (Ire), second in 
Santa Anita’s Twilight Derby-G2 in his only American start. 

Lord Shanakill hit the board in 12 of 18 starts in England and 
France, earning $908,475 and winning five times, from 6 furlongs 
to a mile. His 10 stakes wins or placings included five in Group 
1 competition, topped by a score in the Prix Jean Prat in France 
during his 3-year-old season. 

He captured the 6-furlong Mill Reef Stakes-G2 at 2 and 7-fur- 
long Lennox Stakes-G2 in his final career start at 4. His other 
Group 1 efforts included a second, by a nose to Intense Focus, 
in the Dewhurst Stakes at Newmarket, and thirds in the Lockinge 
Stakes, behind champion Paco Boy (Ire), St. James’s Palace 
Stakes, to champion Mastercraftsman (Ire), and Prix Morny to 
Bushranger (Ire). 

Out of the Theatrical (Ire) mare Green Room, Lord ShanakiU 
is a half-brother to Group 1-winning juvenile Together Forever. 
His dam is a half-sister to Grade 1 winner Spanish Fern and to 
the dam of Santa Anita Handicap-Gl winner and millionaire 
Heatseeker (Ire). The famUy includes champions A1 Bahathri, 
Haafhd and Hasbah (Ire). 

Lord ShanakiU remains the property of the Irish National Stud 
syndicate and stands for $5,000, with the fee discounted to $3,500 
for two or more mares. 

Last Gunfighter: A seven-time stakes winner bred and cam¬ 
paigned by John Gunther, Last Gunfighter retires with a record of 
9-3-3 from 21 starts and earnings of $1,219,205. 

The 6-year-old son of multiple Grade 1 winner First Samurai 
was a stakes winner each year from 3 to 5. Highlights include 
the Grade 2 Hawthorne Gold Cup, in which he stretched out 
to 1/4 miles and defeated a field that included Alpha, and the 
Grade 3 Pimlico Special, winning by 4V4 lengths over millionaires 
Eighttofasttocatch and Richard’s Kid. The latter race concluded a 
six-race win streak in which he also won the Grade 3 Excelsior, 
Evening Attire and Raymond Earl Stakes. Last Gunfighter later 
added the Grade 3 PhUip H. IseUn Stakes and Mountainview 
Handicap to his victory total. 

Last Gunfighter defeated classic winners Palace MaUce, Orb 
and Ruler On Ice and miUionaires Game On Dude, Flat Out, 
Moreno and Paynter. In the final start of his career he finished 
third behind Liam’s Map in a 1-mile aUowance at Belmont Park 
in June. 

Last Gunfighter is one of six winners for his dam Saratoga Cat

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Small breeder Reid finds 
Maryiand Million success

AA/^hat's it like to watch 
a horse you bred run in the 
Maryland Million? 

Stressful, apparently 
'Wour heart beats really 
hard," said Lisa Reid. "I was 
just thrilled that somebody 
thought highly enough of my 
little baby racehorse to run in 
a race like that." 


Four-year-old filly Lion- 
hearted Lady ran in and won 
the Distaff at Laurel Park Oct. 
17 for owner Jody Smith and 
trainer Hammy Smith, but 
also delivered for Reid. The 
owner of Black Fox Farm in 
Union Bridge got her first 
stakes win as a breeder, from a 
free broodmare whose appeal 


was originally as a potential 
producer of event horses. 

Bred in Maryland by Fast 
Kitty Farms, Lucky Bridle sold 
for $4,000 as a yearling but 
earned $41,440 on the track 
with two wins for owner Lin¬ 
da Jane Atkins. The daughter 
of Unbridled Jet ran her last 
race in 2006 and when she

retired Atkins turned to Reid, 
who breeds sporthorses, takes 
layups, retrains Thorough¬ 
breds for second careers and 
does sales-prep work. 

"I produce event horses," 
Reid said, "and I thought 
she'd nick really well with my 
sporthorse stallion." 

Then Lucky Bridle's half- 
brother Broadway Producer 
(by Not For Love) won the 
Maryland Million Turf and 
Jennings Handicap in 2008 at 
Laurel. As a winner herself 
and a half-sister to a stakes 
winner. Lucky Bridle had a 
chance to be more than the 
dam of future eventers. Reid 
called Laurie Calhoun at Sum¬ 
mer Wind Farm for advice and 
Calhoun did some research. 

"Well, it's something," Cal¬ 
houn told Reid. "The mare 
[Lucky Sword] was a minor 
stakes winner and now she's 
produced a stakes performer." 


Reid got excited, and-like 
most breeders in Maryland- 
said she'd love to send her 
mare to the state's leading sire 
Not For Love. 

Then she realized she 
couldn't afford Not For Love, 
so opted for his son Love of 
Money. The foal, a colt later 
named Sam's Sonic, sold for 
$5,000 to Jody Smith as a year¬ 
ling in 2011. Reid chose Lion 
Hearted next, based on the 
success of his daughter As- 
penglow, and got Lionheart- 
ed Lady. Smith spent $7,500 
for her as a yearling in 2012. 
Another Lion Hearted foal, 
this one a ridgling named Un¬ 
bridled Lion, also joined the 
Smith stable as a private pur¬ 
chase. 

All three foals are success 
stories. Sam's Sonic owns 
three wins and $147,711 in 
earnings. Lionhearted Lady 
won her fourth race in the Dis¬ 


taff, and pushed her earnings 
to $168,693. Unbridled Lion 
broke his maiden at Pimlico 
in June. 

Reid, who was in the win¬ 
ner's circle on Million Day, has 
gone along for the ride-and 
collected more than $60,000 in 
breeder awards. 

"It's been great," she said. 
"Jody keeps me updated and 
I get to experience it. I knew 
of Hammy but I didn't know 
them at all. It's been a lot of 
fun. My little freebie mare is 
doing some good things." 

The Smiths are happy. 

"We've bought three out 
of the same mare and they're 
all nice horses," said Hammy 
Smith. "My wife bought her, 
I didn't. She bought the first 
one and liked it, and went 
back and bought the next one 
and then the next one. She 
bought one over the phone, 
never even looked at it. [Reid] 


has a real good broodmare 
there and she does a nice job 
with her horses. I'm real glad 
for it." 

Reid studies pedigrees, 
works within her budget and 
supports local stallions. 

Like all breeders, she's also 
weathered some pain. Lucky 
Bridle's Silver Train colt of 
2013 had to be put down be¬ 
cause of an injury and the 
mare aborted twins last year. 
She delivered a Cal Nation 
filly this year and is in foal to 
Bullsbay. 

"She's an Unbridled Jet 
mare so I'm looking at some¬ 
thing on the same lines as 
[2014 Maryland-bred juvenile 
filly champion] Miss Bullis- 
tic," Reid said. "I pay atten¬ 
tion, read and study and try 
to get lucky. It shows you that 
even us little people can do it 
right and get lucky now and 
then." ^ 


Bender mares sell 
at Fasig-Tipton’s 
November select sale 


Maryland breeding 
numbers climb again 

F or the fourth year in a row, mares bred to Maryland 
stallions increased, with 788 reported bred in 2015, up 
4.93 percent over the 2014 figure of 751 (a 16.1 percent 
increase over 2013). Reports for 36 Maryland stallions 
were submitted, for an average book size of 21.9. 

Six Maryland stallions covered 50 or more mares: 
Seville (Ger), 94 (Heritage Stallions); Super Ninety Nine, 
81 (Country Life Farm); Bandbox, 57 (Northview Stallion 
Station); Tritap, 57 (Heritage Stallions); Freedom Child, 52 
(Country Life Farm); and Friesan Fire, 51 (Country Life 
Farm). The top four were standing their first seasons. 

Based on forms received through Oct. 13, The Jockey 
Club reported that 1,449 stallions covered 34,627 mares in 
North America during 2015. 

Of the top 10 states and provinces by mares reported 
bred, Kentucky, California, Ontario and Maryland 
stallions covered more mares in 2015 than in 2014, as 
reported at the same time last year. ^ 


The only two Maryland- 
bred mares offered at Fasig- 
Tipton's November Sale in 
Lexington, Ky, Nov. 1 sold, 
each for six figures. Both were 
campaigned by the late 
Howard Bender and 
consigned by Hunter Valley 
Farm, agent. 

The first through the ring 
at Fasig-Tipton's marquee 
mixed sale was stakes winner 
More Than a Cruise, a 6-year- 
old daughter of More Than 
Ready and stakes winner 
River Cruise in foal for the 
first time to Bernardini. The 
third-generation homebred 
for Bender and his wife 
Sondra won or placed in 18 of 
25 starts during a four-year 
career while earning $260,854. 
Forging Oaks Farm made the 
$330,000 purchase. 

Also selling was Addison 
Run, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Unbridled's Song out of the 
Touch Gold mare Fleet and 
Fancy, the latter a half-sister to 


champion Midshipman (by 
Unbridled's Song). The family 
includes 2015 Grade 1 winner 
Frosted and champion Salse. 

Purchased as a yearling by 
the Benders for $210,000 at 
Keeneland in 2011, Addison 
Run won or placed in five of 
her six starts and was stakes- 
placed in her final outing 
when third in the 2014 Geisha 
at Pimlico. In foal to Street 
Sense, the maiden mare was 
purchased for $180,000 by 
Bloodstock Investments III. 

"It was a good sale," said 
Glade Valley Farm manager 
Larry Murray, who trained 
both mares. "I thought 
anything over 250 would be 
great for More Than a Cruise, 
and anything over 150 for the 
other mare." 

All of the Bender-owned 
broodmares, and the maiden 
mares recently off the 
track-22 in all-were in the 
process of being sold, with a 
handful going to Keeneland 


for the sales in November and 
January, and the remainder to 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
sale Jan. 31. 

The spring of 2016 will be 
the first time in 50 years Glade 


Valley will not have foals on 
the ground. 

"It's the end of an era," 
reflected Murray. "And no 
getting up at night." 








— Notes from the President — 

Auctions Anonymous

T he surprisingly clear voice of the Keeneland auctioneer in 
Kentucky streams through the tiny speaker of a cell phone into 
the attic of this Maryland farmhouse. Every two minutes, the 
voice drops from an incomprehensible frantic chant to a calm 
declaration of a final price. 

I scribble the last bid across the top of the thin catalogue 
paper, near the boldface Hip Number, in open space between 
brackets connecting Sire and Dam. Instead of writing out the 
zeroes, I slash a dash, so $47,000 is just a hasty 47—; the way 
Dad marked up those old Timonium catalogues I found up here 
over the summer, his hand on the pages, performing that 
immutable ritual of the horse business-keeping score at an 
auction. 

The old catalogues were bound in spiraling plastic rings that 
threaded through holes in the margins, with no identifying 
spine lines, and thus often lost to history even when in plain 
sight on shelves. 

I found Dad's copy of the February 1966 dispersal of the 
William duPont mares. It was lying flat in one of his desk 
drawers, the drawers separated from the desk that was too wide 
to come up the narrow stairwell. But the catalogue was clearly 
intended to be safe-kept, a memento from the most historic 
auction in Maryland history, attended by the most famous 
breeders in the country, in the spanking new Fasig-Tipton 
pavilion in Timonium, in the early days of the Maryland-bred 
program, in the heady '60s upswing that lured Northern Dancer 
to Maryland. 

I thumbed through the pages until I came to Hip 18, the 
7-year-old mare All Beautiful, by Battlefield, by War Relic, by 
Man o' War, the mare Paul Mellon bought-Dad scribbled 175, 
his handwriting, a ghost in the attic looking to hop in my body. 
All Beautiful was just weeks away from delivering the foal who 
would become champion Arts and Letters, a commingling of 
the blood of Tesio's stallion "^Ribot and the broodmare influence 
of Man o' War, the mating planned by duPont. 

In the elegant gray and yellow silks of Rokeby Stable, Arts 
and Letters won the 1969 Belmont Stakes. Mellon always made 
it clear that duPont's acumen produced the classic winner for 
Rokeby. 

Three stories up over the front yard, my mind takes flight on 
the fickle role that luck plays in the history of horse auctions, 
while my cell drones with the cadence from Kentucky. I ask 
myself: What if American Pharoah had drawn one bid above the 
$300,000 "Reserve Not Attained" at Saratoga in 2013? Would 
310— have hammered him down to some French trainer, 
Baffert's classic touch untouched? What if champion mare 
Beholder had not come down with a fever that scratched her 
from the 2014 Fasig November sale, her 2015 Pacific Classic over 
males just a dream that didn't come true? And what if the 
greatest of all, Man o' War, had not been sold by his millionaire 
breeder, an honorary promotion to Major occupying his talents 
in Spain, rebuilding a world after The Great War? What if Maj. 


Belmont had been at Saratoga the night Samuel Riddle bid 
$5,000? Would he have protected his chestnut colt with a 
reserve, presaging American Pharoah's auction history? 

On and on drones the auctioneer in the phone, as I wonder if 
my sons will someday stumble onto the current Keeneland 
catalogue in my hands, and say: This is the sale we got the 
Preakness winner in utero, the first Maryland-bred winner since 
Deputed Testamony. 

You have to think like this to be in the horse business-one- 
part romantic, one-part realist, two-parts delusional-ghosts of 
luminaries in the attic. Dad's hand lifting off the page, touching 
my shoulder. I feel the mind of Maj. Belmont, a man of arts and 
letters, congratulating Riddle in a character-testing, bittersweet 
greeting. While on my desk rests The Blood-Horse cover, 
Pharoah's hindquarters all the Breeders' Cup field ever saw of 
him. 

I fold down a few catalogue-page corners, looking for name 
sires, early cover dates, black-type, good old families. I pick up 
the cell phone and call Kentucky. 

"Can you look at a few mares for us?" I ask. 

You can feel the fates of history in this attic. Belmont, Riddle, 
Mellon. Man o' War, Arts and Letters, American Pharoah. I turn 
the light off at the bottom of the stairs, and on the air I swear I 
hear a spirited discussion. ^

T he North Carolina Thoroughbred As¬ 
sociation is pleased to have Lenny 
Shulman, feature editor for The Blood-

horse.com show “Lenny’s Place.” This 
talented journalist is an Emmy Award¬ 
winning writer who worked in TV and 
film in Hollywood for two decades. He 
wrote and produced Kids Incorporated, 
wrote for the NFL on FOX, and co-wrote 
the feature film Dice Rules. In 1980, 
when Lenny moved to California, he 
worked as a copywriter for the notorious 
Larry Flynt. 

For the past 15 years, Lenny’s creative 
talents have been gracing the pages of 
The Blood-Horse magazine. Thorough¬ 
bred racing’s leading weekly publication. 
Prior to “Lenny’s Place,” he and Steve 
Haskin created and appeared in “And 
They’re Off” for Bloodhorse.com. He is 
also the author of Ride of Their Lives, a 
behind-the-scenes look at the triumphs 
and turmoil of Thoroughbred racing’s 
top jockeys. Last year, he authored and 
published his first fictional novel Long 
Way From Home.

Dedication to famiiy and horses a 
winning combination for Stites

Twenty years ago quality time with his family 
meant Flint Stites loading his five young sons into 
his Ford Ranger every Saturday. Joined by his wife 
Chris, Sfifes, fhen a veferinarian, would make his 
rounds fo Virginia’s horse farms. 

"It was the only way we'd see each other,” 
said Chris, who met Stites on a blind date set up 
by a friend. "I met him after he started his own 
practice. He had a difficult time finding associafes 
who didn’t want to move on after a year, but he 
would never turn down a client who had a horse 
that was ill or injured, and often didn’t care what 
was owed him as long as the horses were okay.” 

Stites grew up in Kentucky attending prep 
school and high school before heading fo Ten¬ 
nessee where he graduated from the University 
of Tennessee’s College of Veterinary Medicine 
in 1984. ‘‘After graduation I started working at 
Woodside Equine near Doswell, Virginia,” said 
Stites. "Vi/hen I went out on my own I’d go for 
days on end without seeing my family.” On the 
side he usually kept a few horses in fraining. 

Owner Robert Bause, who has owned horses 
in partnership with Stites for 25 years, mef him as 
he was juggling both training and his veterinary 
practice. ‘‘Soon after I met Flint he told me he felt 
he wasn’t doing justice to either his veterinary 
practice or his racehorses and decided he’d 
rather train,” said Bause. ‘‘At the time Flint was 
leasing the training track at Meadow Farm in 
Doswell.” 

In 1994 Stites made a life-changing decision 
fo give up his equine pracfice fo frain racehorses 
fulltime. Looking for a central location where he’d 
have access to other Mid-Atlantic tracks and 
the ability to spend more time with his family, he 
chose Penn Nafional in Granfville, Pa. His sons 
and Chris are an integral part of his racing stable 


which fills 46 stalls in Barn 5 on the Penn Nation¬ 
al backstretch. 

Together they reached a milestone 1,700 
wins on Oct. 9 with Charles McGill’s Blissful Miss 
and finished out the month with five more victo- 
ries-the last on Oct. 31 with Chris’ own first-time 
starter, Cherokee Cowboy. 

"I never thought I’d reach that number,” said 
Stites, who is the fourth leading trainer at the 
meet and remains among the top 10 every year. 
"For a long time we would win 90 to 100 races 
a year but when the slot machine revenue came 
in and purses increased the competition got a lot 
tougher.” The Stiteses were up to the task, and 
slots or not, he has accumulated over $200,000 
in breeder and stallion awards the last four years, 
according to the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
website. 

Bause, who is retired from American 
Tobacco, mef Sfifes oufside of Richmond, Va. 

"I was in fhe tobacco business mosf of my life 
and gof fransferred fo Richmond from Lexington, 
Kentucky. I had always wanted to get involved in 
horseracing and at that time all of the big tobacco 
farms in Kentucky also had racehorses. I learned 
a lot about horses from owners and breeders ouf 
fhere.” 

Bause was attending a tobacco sale when 
he met former Governor Brereton Jones, longtime 
Thoroughbred breeder and owner of Airdrie Stud. 
"He advised me that when I was ready, I should 
find a frainer who was willing to be partners in the 
horses with me.” 

In 1991, Virginia held its first pari-mutuel 
race at Morven Park. With the anticipated opening 
of Colonial Downs in 1997, Bause saw a chance to 
get involved in the state’s breeding program and 
purchased two shares of fhe sfallion Fred Asfaire,

who stood in Charlottesville. “I was soon looking 
for a trainer. Flint is a first class guy, runs a 
great family operation, and his horses and their 
care have always been a priority. I can’t say 
enough good about him.” 

When Stites decided to move to Penn¬ 
sylvania and train from Penn National, Bause 
was there alongside of him. ‘‘I said ‘you are 
my man’ and we’ve been 50-50 partners ever 
since. I do try to stay in the background-you 
won’t see my name in the program. All I asked 
is that we run under the name of Wild Card 
Stable, with blue and red colors since Flint 
is an old Kentucky boy and I attended the 
University of Louisville. Blue is for the Kentucky 
Wildcats and red for the Louisville Cardinals. 

All Flint asked for was checks on the sleeves 
of our silks.” 

Bause recalls the best horse he had with 
Stites-a filly named Favorite Wish. ‘‘She had 
tailed off a bit so we sent her to the Camptown 
Races, an annual fair meet in Ashland,” he 
said. ‘‘After that Flint put her in a race at Penn, 
tte never told me about entering her, it was 
kind of a last minute thing and she went off at 
51 -1.1 never had a nickel on her that day and 
she went on to win a lot of races for us the 
next four years before she was claimed. We 
have had a lot of good horses and a lot of fun 
over the years.” 

‘‘Beverly and Bob Bause are like family, 
they’ve been with us for so long,” said Chris, 
who along with her husband took a rare 


weekend away from the track and farm to 
attend the Breeders’ Cup in Lexington with the 
Bauses. 

Owners Stephen G. and Debbie Jackson 
are also longtime clients and friends of Stites. 
Their 2-year-old Artie Thriller broke his maiden 
versus special weight company at Presque Isle 
Downs on Sept. 7 and is one of the youngsters 
in the barn that Stites expects will improve. 

With the move to Pennsylvania, Stites no 
longer worried about finding time for his family 
as his Flint Stites Facebook page accurately 
describes his racing stable as a family opera¬ 
tion, everyone having a hand in their success. 
Seven days a week Stites, who has been on 
the board of the HBPA for 12 years, arrives 
early joining his oldest son and assistant train¬ 
er Owen. With about 20 different owners as 
well as his own homebreds, Stites depends on 
his sons and his wife to keep things working 
smoothly. Chris joins her family at 5 a.m., then 
returns home to her office where she main¬ 
tains all the billing and files, then spends time 
with their six grandchildren. 

Robert Martin, Chris’ son from a previous 
marriage, is the stable blacksmith and Will, 
the middle son, does a lot of everything from 
assistant training (he has his own trainer’s 
license and small stable), galloping, outriding, 
rubbing horses, foaling mares, shipping and 
breaking babies. Youngest boys Corey and Tay¬ 
lor are still in college but fill in as hot walkers 
when they can. ‘‘Taylor has just two semesters 


left and Corey attends college full time,” said 
Chris. ‘‘They are both into computers and Taylor 
has already declared there will be no horse 
business for him,” she said. ‘‘Although they do 
seem to forget that the horses have paid their 
way through school, I don’t mind at all that they 
won’t follow their brothers into the business. It 
is very difficult with its ups and downs.” 

‘‘From the beginning the boys have 
understood that there is no free lunch for 
anyone,” said Stites. ‘‘Everyone has something 
they have to do. We have all been working 
together for a long time and even though we 
are family, the boys understand what their 
responsibilities are, who is the boss and who is 
next in command.” 

Stites’ father Bill, a former farm manager 
in Paris, Ky., worked for his son when the family 
first moved to Pennsylvania. He now serves on 
the backstretch as president of Penn National’s 
Racetrack Chaplaincy, living just down the road 
from the family. Penn National is a 10-minute 
commute from their leased 50-acre Whirlwind 
Farm in Grantville, which Stites says is a ‘‘no 
frill working farm.” A training barn to break 
babies and house older horses who don’t 
tolerate the track atmosphere live in one barn 
while the broodmares share another. 

Astride his stable pony, Stites watches his 
runners train six days a week. ‘‘We send out 
sets of horses as soon as the track opens and 
don’t stop until 11 a.m. when it closes. Then it 
is back to the barn to check all of them. We are

here every day although we schedule Sunday 
as a day with just walkers. It gives everyone a 
little break.” 

He credits his help with much of his 
success, In addition to his sons, exercise riders 
Angel Gelpl, a former rider from Puerto Rico 
who has been working with Stites for 15 years, 
and Tommy LanzalottI, who has been with him 
for five years. 

Whirlwind Farm Is also home to stallions 
Aisle, a 1999 son of Pulpit, and newcomer 
Golddigger's Boy, a multiple stakes-winning 
PA-Bred by Jump Start. Bred and owned by 
Frances and William Hartwell and trained by 


Ramon Preclado, Golddigger’s Boy won eight 
of 27 starts and $585,985, while racing until 
he was 6. Currently owned by Baywood Farm, 
he covered four mares this past breeding sea¬ 
son and will stand his first full season In 2016.

FROM INTERNATIONAL GOLD CUP CARD AT GREAT MEADOW 


Complete St. and Renown, two horses that eaptured Virginia 
Equine Assoeiation (VEA) events in September, rolled to vietories 
on the flat Oetober 24th at Great Meadow in The Plains, Virginia 
during the 78th running of the International Gold Cup program. 

The annual fall renewal featured flve steepleehase events, four 
flat raees that all attraeted full fields and an estimated erowd of 
30,000 attendees. All the flat raees and the Grade 3 David “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial Steepleehase Stakes were presented by the 
Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent & Proteetive Assoeiation. 

Complete St. won the featured $35,000 Old Dominion Turf 
Championship in a similar eome from behind fashion on Gold 
Cup Day that she showed in winning the $60,000 Brookemeade 
Stakes September 26th at Eaurel. The 5 year old eame from mid 
paek in a field of ten Virginia-breds and with a well timed streteh 
move, she passed Hooping, Gumper, Slavie Aura and Pride 
Of The Fleet to earn her seeond straight triumph. She erossed 
in 2:09 3/5 in the 1 1/4 miles raee. Rider Riehard Boueher 
delivered the big efibrt for trainer Eilith Boueher and owner 
Harlan Crossman. Complete St., bred by the Mede Cahaba 
Stable and Stud EEC, is a St. Averil mare out of Complete 
Number, by Polish Numbers.

“She can adapt her running style to accommodate whatever 
you ask of her,” said rider Boucher when comparing her two most 
recent victories with back to back stakes wins Complete St. earned 
in 2014 when she ran near the front throughout. “I was concerned 
heading down the backside because we were getting outrun and the 
times were pretty quick. I wasn’t sure how the horse would react on 
the rolling terrain because she’s more of a racetrack mare,” added 
Boucher. “Through the turn though, she had lots of run left in her. 
We went inside down the stretch and without an inside rail, faced 
no obstacles and got a nice win.” 

Renown on the other hand was third at the quarter fraction 
of his $45,000, 1 1/2 miles open flat race, took control shortly 
after and led the rest of the way, finishing the 1 1/4 miles race 
in 2:38 2/5. The 4 year old Champ Elysees gelding beat runner- 


up Bishops Castle by 2 1/2 lengths with Jack Doyle in the irons 
again. The Great Britain-bred is trained by Elizabeth Voss for the 
Merriebelle Stable EEC. Renown dominated an allowance race 
September 20th during the VEA’s inaugural Virginia Downs event 
at Great Meadow by going gate to wire and beating eight other 
challengers by 5 3/4 lengths.

Ack Feisty, one of two wins trainer Neil Morris’s stable had 
on the Gold Cup card, surged past Gollinito in the stretch of his 
$40,000 allowance flat, then held off fast closing No Wunder to 
win by 3/4 lengths. Darren Nagle directed the lightly raced 3 year 
old Birdstone gelding to his second straight win, though that last 
victory was 4 1/2 months ago at Belmont. 

“I bought him at a sale in July and he developed issues shortly 
after,” said Tennessee based owner Gill Johnston, explaining 
the extended time between starts. “We treated his problems and 
thought this would be a nice race to hit on his way down south for 
the fall and winter. It’s actually the first time I’ve seen the horse in 
person since I bought him, so it’s quite a thrill.” 

The New York-bred, who is out of Patagonia Tango, by Storm 
Boot, made his first start outside the Empire State. “I buy horses 
primarily to compete in jump races”, added Johnston. “That 
is the plan for Ack Feisty though I’d probably be stupid to not 
consider another flat race this year after his performance today.” 

The most exciting finish of the day, which came in another 
$40,000 allowance flat, saw Candy Man Can, Surf Classic, 
Mutasaawy and Max Grown finish in a thrilling blanket photo, 
with barely a neck separating finishers one thru four. Upset 
winner Gandy Man Gan, who paid $36.80 to win, kicked off the 
four race flat program in grand style as jockey Ross Geraghty 
guided the 4 year old Lemon Drop Kid gelding for trainer Morris. 
The finish was so close that it took several minutes before stewards 


























could declare the raee and order of finish offieial. 

Virginia-bred Max Crown, 6th in the reeent Bert Allen Stakes, 
led the 11 horse field eoming out of the final turn and finished 
4th. Surf Classie, a regular Fair Grounds eompetitor, raeed among 
the top three for the first mile and just missed in taking seeond. 
Mutasaawy, another Neil Morris horse fresh off a elaiming win at 
Belmont, earned third with a late rally. The winner, who rebounded 
from a pair of reeent 7th and 13th plaee finishes, got his first life 
win in start number 16. The Florida-bred is owned by the Noble 
Stables and is out of Snow Gone, by Gryptoelearanee. 


the show jumper had Sean MeDermott up top for trainer Jaek 
Fisher. 


It doesn’t qualify as an “Ameriean Trilogy”, but Diplomat 
got to the winners eirele for the third time in the U.S. this year 
and seeond sinee being elaimed by the Flying Elvis Stable, in the 
$50,000 David L. “Zeke” Ferguson Memorial Steepleehase Stakes 
(Gr. III). The 2 1/8 miles stakes highlighted the under eard of 
Gold Cup Day. 


Grinding Speed 
wrote another 
ehapter in his 
storied eareer at 
Great Meadow 
when he eaptured 
his third $75,000 
International Gold 
Cup vietory to 
eomplement a pair 
of spring Gold Gup 
triumphs. 

The 9 year old 
Grindstone gelding 
eharged to the top 
spot in the 3 1/2 
mile marathon 
eontested over 
timber fenees with 
only four jumps to 
go. Personal Brew set 
the paee early, mid 
and in the near late 
going with a front 
running journey over 

nine other eontenders. After eatehing a brief breather mid raee. 
Grinding Speed and Dakota Slew eame on with a rush with a 
mile left to pass the fading leader and waged a three horse battle 
with Straight To It to the wire.

Diplomat, sent off as the 2-1 seeond favorite in a field of 

seven, was making his 
7th start this year sinee 
being imported from 
England after his 2014 
eampaign. The 6 year old 
son of Kitten’s Joy, who 
was bred by Ken & Sarah 
Ramsey, didn’t eome on 
until the streteh when 
rider Bernald Dalton 
led a late surge past four 
frontrunners. Diplomat 
erossed six lengths ahead 
of the eonsistent runner- 
up Gustavian in 4:11.0. 

This is the running 
style our horse needs to 
duplieate every raee now,” 
said Diplomat’s eo-owner 
Adam Newman who 
elaimed the horse three 
starts ago. “Ffe was last 
through most of it today, 
saved some energy and just 
eame home big. In his last 
three starts, he’s got to the front and did win the raee we elaimed 
him in at Saratoga, but tired late in the other two. We had our 
eye on him through the whole Saratoga meet and were really 
surprised he was in for a tag” (on September 2nd).

Regular rider Mark Beeeher delivered the win again for trainer 
Alieia Murphy and owner Miehael Wharton. In five starts this year. 
Grinding Speed has three wins and a runner up finish and a bankroll 
of $124,550 and with the big 2015, is all but assured of being named 
NSA Champion Timber Horse. 

“He’s a versatile horse”, said owner Wharton. “You ean pretty 
mueh put him anywhere in any situation and he’ll sueeeed. He 
ran on the front end in the slowest Gold Cup last spring and then 
today, he eame from behind in what seemed like a very fast raee.” 
The Oetober 24th “Cup” finished in 7:15, a full three seeonds 
faster than the 2014 fall edition. “Mark (Beeeher) gave him a 
breather midway through like he always does,” added Wharton, 
a lawyer whose praetiee is based in Annapolis, Maryland. “Mark 
said he knew Grinding Speed had a lot left after that break but 
was surprised at how mueh horse he aetually had left. It looks like 
he is definitely a horse for the eourse.” 

Grinding Speed, a Maryland bred out of Cozelia by Cozzene, 
earned his 10th life vietory and fifth in six Great Meadow starts. 
Dakota Slew finished seeond, 1 1/4 lengths behind, and Straight 
To It was a neek farther baek and took third. The seeond plaee 
finisher was ridden by Darren Nagle for Riehard Valentine and 


Newman, who with his younger brother makes up the Flying 
Elvis Stable, eolleeted his first ever graded stakes win. “My father 
was into thoroughbred raeing with his brother for deeades as 
an owner, so we grew up in the business,” said Newman. “With 
Diplomat, my brother and I purehased our first steepleehase 
horse and as it turns out, it’s probably the best bred horse we’ve 
ever owned. I know this doesn’t happen often,” added Newman 
when refereneing the big vietory so soon after purehasing his first 
steepleehase horse. “I’m not a big fan of elaiming, and it doesn’t 
seem to be a big part of the steepleehase game, but we waited for 
the right moment and got the right horse.” 

Diplomat is trained by Kate Dalton and with the win, sports 
a 2015 bankroll of $125,000. The name of Newman’s stable 
eame about through random brainstorming with his brother. 

“With a steepleehase horse, we wanted something with the word 
soaring, jumping or fiying in it. And one of my favorite movies is 
“Honeymoon In Vegas”, where a buneh of Elvis impersonators end 
up skydiving.” And that’s how the Flying Elvis Stable eame to be. 

Gustavian, a 9 year old Giant’s Causeway gelding, earned his 
21st “in the money finish” by finishing seeond and Able Duty, who 
was making his first start sinee winning the 2014 “Zeke” Ferguson

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Late-season wins seal championships 
for Irv Naylor, Jack Fisher, Paddy Young

The National Steeplechase Association’s late- 
season triple header clinched several 2015 champi¬ 
onships, including Irv Naylor as champion owner, 
Jack Fisher as champion trainer by wins and earn¬ 
ings with his second million-dollar season, and 
Paddy Young as champion jockey for a fifth time. 

Naylor, a York, Pa., sportsman and philanthro¬ 
pist, finished first and second in the Charleston Cup 
on Nov. 8 with Jamarjo and Jack Frost to seize his 
fifth leading-owner title in six years. Through the 
Charleston Cup meet, he had 2015 earnings of 
$689,500 to $277,550 for Gil Johnston. 

Naylor, whose three wins at the rich Far Hills 
meet included the $300,000 Grand National (Gr. 1) 
with Dawalan, holds the record for owner earnings, 
$719,725 in 2011. 

Jack Fisher swept the top three spots in the 
Steeplechase at Callaway’s $75,000 AFLAC Su¬ 
preme Hurdle on Nov. 7 to lock down his fourth 
straight title as champion trainer by wins and his 
ninth overall. Through Nov. 20, he had 26 wins. 

He also earned his fourth title as champion train¬ 
er by purse earnings. Through Nov. 20, his purses 
totaled $1,014,600. Cyril Murphy, who trained 
Naylor’s three Far Hills winners, was second at 
$472,500. Fisher, the NSA’s only million-dollar 
trainer, set the mark in 2008 at $1,156,907. 

Paddy Young, who rode Jamaijo to victory in the 
Charleston Cup for his wife, trainer Leslie Young, 
had traveled to the Montpelier Hunt Races on Nov. 
7 and came away with two victories, including Bal- 
lybristol Farm’s Andi’amu in the featured $40,000 
Noel Laing Handicap for Leslie Young, whose 10 
wins ranked second in the trainer standings. 

Going into the Marion duPont Scott Colonial 
Cup meet on Nov. 21, the veteran jockey had 23 
victories, 10 more than Sean McDermott, who rode 
Overwhelming to victory in the AFLAC Supreme 
Hurdle. Young was champion jockey from 2009 


through 2011 and again in 2013 before adding his 
fifth title this year. 

Overwhelming won the top prize in the new Sport 
of Kings Bonus, which awards points for participa¬ 
tion in Sport of Kings maiden hurdles and novice 
stakes. Overwhelming also won Belmont Park’s 
William Entenmann Memorial Novice Stakes. 


Syros finished second in the Sport of Kings 
Bonus, and African Oil was third. The Bonus pool, 
based on owners’ 5% contributions from purses 
in the Sport of Kings maiden races and novice 
stakes, is approximately $50,000, and it will be 
divided 60% to Overwhelming, 30% to Syros, and 
10% to African Oil. 
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Pa. Hunt Cup seals Naylor’s 8th timber owner title

Irv Naylor locked up the National Steeplechase Association’s timber 
owner title on Nov. 1 when his Almarmooq defeated Armata Stables’ 
Comhusker by a neck in the $35,000 Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

With Gerard Galligan riding for Kathy Neilson, Almarmooq secured 
his first in-the-money finish this year from four starts. 

The Pennsylvania Hunt Cup was the final timber stakes race of the 
2015 season, and Naylor counted timber purse money of $163,400 
through Nov. 20. 

On Oct. 17, Naylor took home a sizable piece of the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup’s $50,000 purse when Ebanour closed ground to win and 
Naylor’s Tax Ruling finished second by a half-length at Far Hills, 
N.J. The 2015 title was Naylor’s eighth championship over timber. 

His closest competitor was Michael Wharton, whose one-horse 
stable. Grinding Speed, clinched the year’s timber championship with 
his third International Gold Cup win on Oct. 24. Grinding Speed also 
won the 2015 Virginia Gold Cup and My Lady’s Manor. 

Alicia Murphy, who trains Grinding Speed and Comhusker, shared 
the champion timber trainer title with Jack Fisher and Billy Meister, 
while Mark Beecher repeated as champion timber jockey.

75years ago 

B “By virtue of his five victories 
in seven starts, which included a 
record-breaking triumph with the 
crushing impost of 133 pounds on 
his back in the Hollywood Gold 
Cup,” William L. Brann’s Maryland- 
bred 4-year-old Challedon was 
named Horse of the Year for the 
second consecutive year in the Tuyf 
and Sport Digesfs fifth annual poll 
of turf and sports writers, finishing 
weU ahead of Seabiscuit and Eight 
Thirty in the voting. 

B The Maryland Horse celebrated 
the year’s “leading Maryland 
horses in their respective spheres 
of activity” including the champion 
draft horse, saddlebred and pony 
In racing, Challedon was the shoo- 
in as the top horse on the flat. 

The best timber horse was Blockade, 
owned by Marylander C.E. Tuttle. A just- 


completed portrait of the son of Man o’ 
War by “Maryland’s own horse painter, 
Herbert D. Stitt” was prominently dis¬ 
played in the magazine. 

B News came of the death of Elizabeth 
CromweU Bosley, wife of trainer 


John Bosley Jr., renowned as 
a trainer herself, and mother 
of Sara, John III and Betty, 
aU weU known in racing, the 
hunting field and show ring. 

“Mrs. Bosley was a fine horse¬ 
woman in every way, a show ring 
rider in her day, a straight rider 
to hounds, and one of America’s 
first women to receive recogni¬ 
tion in the field of race horse 
training,” it was reported in her 
obituary. Her training of the chil¬ 
dren’s pet Chase Me at the fam¬ 
ily’s FoxhiU Farm in Monkton, 
Md., became part of racing lore. 
She sent him out to win six races 
without defeat, including the Bryan and 
O’Hara Memorial, before his tragic death 
during the running of the Metropolitan 
Handicap at Belmont Park. 

It was announced that aU her horses 
were to be offered at private sale to settle 
the estate.

B The region lost three prominent horsemen during a two-week 
span with the deaths of WiUiam Rickman Sr., an owner and 
breeder whose passion for the business led to the modern-day 
revival of Delaware Park; George Ohrstrom Jr., a Virginia 
businessman, horse owner/breeder and philanthropist who 
owned one of the nation’s leading equine publications. The 
Chronicle of the Horse’, and Joe Pons, father of modern day 
Country Life Farm and a prominent member of Maryland’s 

Thoroughbred industry 
for well over 50 years. 

B The 20th Maryland 
Million was postponed one 
week after being washed 
out by a tropical storm. 
Three days before its 
rescheduled date. Country 
Life Farm patriarch Joe 
Pons died unexpectedly. 
“On October 8, Pons 
would have been holding 
court in the Maryland 
Million village. On 
October 15, the Maryland 
Million was dedicated to 
Pons. That’s racing-the 
show must go on,” 
reported Sean Clancy. 

Country Life Farm patriarch Joe Pons died 
just days before Surf Light carried the There was a sense 

farm’s colors to a Maryland Million victory, of divine intervention 


in the Maryland Million Ladies as the Malibu Moon fiUy Surf 
Light, owned by a partnership that included Country Life Farm, 
skipped over the turf and led aU the way to come home a winner 
at nearly 17-1. “Unbelievable. He’s loving every minute of this,” 
said Mike Pons of his father. 

B Walnut Green, the highly successful Kennett Square, Pa., 
bloodstock agency founded in the late 1970s by brothers Russell 
and Richard Jones, was under new ownership. 

New Jersey resident Mark Reid, a nationally prominent horse¬ 
man and agent, purchased the business that fall. Russell Jones 
would remain on as an employee, serving as president of Walnut 
Green for at least three years. Under the new arrangement. 
Walnut Green would lease three farms from the Jones brothers, 
totalling 150 acres in Chester County, Pa. 

“Most of our customers probably won’t even notice a differ¬ 
ence,” said Jones. 

B Nineteen Mid-Atlantic-bred yearlings sold at Keeneland in 
September for $200,000 or more, topped by the $900,000 
realized for a Giant’s Causeway colt bred in Virginia by Edward 
P. Evans. The half-brother to Grade 1 -winning millionaire 
Summer Colony, out of Pleasant Colony’s unraced daughter 
Probable Colony, was purchased by Demi O’Byrne. Six of the 
top 10 prices were bred in Virginia, with Evans-breds also 
bringing $750,000 and $400,000, Audley Farm yearlings selling 
for $650,000 and $575,000, and Morgan’s Ford Farm selling one 
for $400,000. 

B The largest yearling auction ever conducted in the Mid-Atlantic 
saw 615 sell for nearly $14.5 million over three days at Fasig- 
Tipton’s Eastern Fall sale. The sale produced strong figures: an 
average up 7.7 percent over the previous mark, and the lowest 
buyback rate in nine years. The number of horses sold for 
$100,000 or more-26-was easily a record. 
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25years ago 

B Owners Gertrude and Leonard “Skip” 
Leviton of Atlantic City, NJ., had lots of 
“gala” memories, but nothing matched 
having two current 2-year-old stakes 
winners - Gala Goldilocks and Gala 
Spinaway “It was the most exciting thing 
that’s happened to us in almost 20 years 
of racing,” said Mrs. Leviton. 

Gala, an acronym combining the first 
letters of the Levitons’ first names and 
those of their daughter and son-in-law, 
Ann and Adam, had campaigned the likes 
of stakes winners Gala Lil, Gala Double 
and Gala Harry, all trained by Bernie 
Bond, who first purchased horses for the 
couple in 1973. The vast majority of their 
horses were foaled and raised at Glade 
Valley Farm, either bred by the farm and 
purchased as young racing prospects, or 
bred in the name of the Levitons’ G & L 
Enterprises. 

B Dixieland Band’s speedy son Citidancer 
and Grade 1 winner Norquestor were 
among the new stallions announced as 
retiring to stud and standing their first 
seasons in the region in 1991. Citidancer 
was going to Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., and Norquestor to Murmur 
Farm in Darlington, Md. 

B Sewickley became the third New 
Jersey-bred millionaire when he placed

third (behind Quiet American and 
Dancing Spree) in his final start. 
Aqueduct’s NYRA Mile-Gl. Robert S. 
Evans’ homebred son of champion 
sprinter Star de Naskra, foaled at 
Windridge Farm in PottersviUe, pushed 
his lifetime earnings to $1,017,517. Other 
New Jersey-bred millionaires were Open 
Mind and Zoffany. 

B Harry Z. Isaacs, a force on American 
breeding and racing for 50 years as the 


owner of Brookfield Farm, died at his 
home in Glyndon, Md. He was 86. 

Joe Hickey remembered the life¬ 
long bachelor who was influenced by 
E.R. Bradley’s breeding operation and 
launched his own breeding program by 
purchasing an eight-horse package from 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm. (In a nod to 
Bradley, who gave his horses names that 
began with the letter B, Isaacs’ horses 
were named beginning with the letter 1.) 
Noted Hickey: “A keen student of blood¬ 
lines whose horses were anything but a 
Saturday afternoon diversion, Isaacs was 
just short of being obsessed with the Fair 
Play male line. Tt gave us immortal Man 
o’ War,’ he counseled.” 

Through Man o’ War’s son War 
Relic, Isaacs bred Intent and Intent’s son 
Intentionally, who later sired In Reality 
(inbred 3x3 to War Relic). Isaacs bred 42 
stakes winners, racing 36 of them. 

B The 39th running of the Budweiser 
(Washington DC.) International at Laurel 
went to Josephine T. Gleis’ California- 
based homebred Fly Till Dawn, a 
freewheeling runner expertly rated by 
Laffit Pincay Jr. The winner set a new 
stakes record of 2:01.20 for the IZ-mile 
stakes worth $750,000. His mutuel payoff 
of $36.20 was the fourth highest in 
International history.

B Count Turf, winner of the 1951 Kentucky 
Derby, moved to Maryland to stand at Thomas 
O’Farrell’s Windy HiUs Farm in Westminster 
in 1966. The son of Count Fleet was the only 
Kentucky Derby standing in the state. 

The Derby winner died after one season at Windy 
Hills and was buried on the farm. Somewhat a fail¬ 
ure at stud as the sire of just two stakes winners, ifs 
through daughters, including Chavalon fourth dam of 
Awesome Again), Fleet Contessa fourth dam of Snow 
Chief and Contessa Eva fourth dam of Formal 
Gold) that his name can still be found in pedigrees. 

B Baron Guy de Rothschild’s *Diatome, rep¬ 
resenting France, won the Washington, DC., 

International, finishing a nose better than 
*Carvin II, also from France. Roman Brother, 
for the U.S., was third. 

B Pennsylvania-bred Prince Saim, one of 12 yearlings sold at the 
1964 Eastern Fall Sales by his breeder C. Mahlon Kline, was pur¬ 
chased for $4,500 by New Jersey trainer and native A1 Pepino. A 
year later, racing in the colors of Pepino and two of his brothers. 
Prince Saim won the second richest race in America, the Garden 
State Stakes, worth $187,167 to the winner. 







The Pepino brothers operated a two-horse 
stable, and also owned and operated Track and 
Turf Motel in Maple Shade, N.J., just three 
miles from Garden State Park, where the Gar¬ 
den State Stakes was run. 

B Cleveland Skinker’s Miss Spin swept the 
two richest races on the 2-year-old calendar for 
Maryland-breds, following up a victory in the 
Maryland Futurity with a score over Politely in 
the lVi6-mile Pimlico Breeders’ Futurity. Fillies 
once again dominated the 2-year-old division as 
Miss Spin, carrying top weight of 123 pounds, 
gave up to 16 pounds to her eight rivals, five of 
which were males. It was her first time running 
a distance farther than 7 furlongs. 

Due to the number of entries, the Pimlico 
Breeders’ Futurity was split, with Miss Spin 
appearing in the “second, richer, faster and 
classier” division. The first division, run three-fifths of a second 
slower, drew eight runners and was taken by Walloftoses, bred 
and trained by B. Frank Christmas. The colt had been purchased 
privately during the summer by Christmas’ longtime client Mrs. 
James Purdey. Owner of Greenfields Farm in Holmdel, N.J., 
Purdey was the daughter of William H. LaBoyteaux, breeder of 
Imperatrice.

I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 82 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through 
Oct. 31, 2015. Statistics, as furnished by 
Bloodstock Research Inc., Equibase, Daily 
Racing Form and/or The Jockey Club, in¬ 
clude results from North America, England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan. Foreign 
statistics for countries other than England, 
Ireland, France, Italy and Japan are included 
when available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 

adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An ‘T” substituted 
for “n” means ‘‘equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions. Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings.

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

“ ‘Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of five 
aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermediate, 
Classic, Solid and Professional) covering the 
spectrum (from left to right) of speed to en¬ 
durance. We assign a total potential value of 
16 points to each generation. Since there are, 
progressively, one, two, four and eight sires 
in the first four generations, ‘chefs’ which 
appear among these sires will contribute 16, 
8, 4 and 2 points each as we work back. The 
points for all ‘chefs’ present are then tallied 
in the appropriate aptitude columns. ‘Chefs’ 
which confer two aptitudinal characteristics 


have their points split between the two apti¬ 
tudes. In the end, the total points in each col¬ 
umn produce the Dosage Profile, a series of 
five numbers which reflect the relative pro¬ 
portions of each of the five aptitudes in this 
order: Brilliant-Intermediate-Classic-Solid- 
Professional. 

“The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + Vi 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (^/i the Classic points + Solid points + 
Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

“Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid 
is -1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DP 
allows for the calculation of the Center of 
Distribution, that point along the scale cor¬ 
responding to the total combined influence 
of all ‘chefs’ in the pedigree. Calculation of 
the CD is done by taking the sum of (twice 
the Brilliant points) + (Intermediate points) 
- (Solid points) - (twice the Professional 
points) and dividing that number by the total 
points in the DP. An exact balance of speed 
and stamina yields a CD of 0.00.”

This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams 
included within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2016 Stallion Directory. 

Example: BUCKPASSER - Medallist, Outflanker, Petionville 

In the above example, Buckpasser appears in one of the first three generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Mr. Prospector or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to 
a stallion with Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Mr. Prospector nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer” in this index, he can 
quickly see all the stallions in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of Seattle Slew, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of Seattle Slew’s makeup in the foal. 
By checking “Seattle Slew” in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have Seattle Slew in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of Deputy Minister in her first four generations for example. The 
breeder may want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no Deputy Minister or no Deputy Minister up close in his pedigree. By looking up 
“Deputy Minister” in the index, he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare.
